Immediate and probably enormous 
withdrawal of distilled liquors from 
bonded warehouses before the senate 
provision could become effective was 
Senerally predicted tonight. It was es- 
timated that manufacturers and dealers 
could raise funds enough to withdraw 
at least half of the existing supply, 
or enough to meet consumption demands 
for a year or more. | 

One feature of the bill as it now 
®tands—the prohibition of the manufac- 
ture of distilled spirits—will not be 
subject to change in conference and 
therefore is certain to become law. 

A resort to cloture still is threat- 


ened to hasten action on other disputed | 


séctions of the control bill. Senator 
Chamberlain tonight presented and then 
withdrew temporarily his cloture after 
failing to obtain an agreement by 
unanimous consent for a final vote next 
Wednegday. Determined to dispose of 
the measure during the coming week, 
he announced that he would renew the 
cloture motion Mcnday unless an agree- 
ment could be reached. 

Another day of impassioned speeches 
under a five-minute limit “inside” con- 
gressicnal maneuvering and »parlia- 
mentary tangles preceded the senate’s 
action in the liqucr contest. The re- 
sult was hailed as a partial victory by 
both “wets” and “drys.” Prchibition 
advocates were most elated, however, 
because they had won their fight to 
Stop, Or at least greatly restrict, con- 
sumption as well as manufacture of 
distilled beverages. 

The “wets” were successful, how- 
ever, in confining the senate’s action 
to distilled beverages without interfer- 
ing with beer and wines. 

Text of Anti-Whisky Clause. 

The contest waged about thé so-called 
“administration compromise” of Sena- 
tor Robinson, originally providing only 


for prohibiting manufacturing of dis-, 


tilled beverages during the war. As 
finally amended and substituted for the 
house prohibition act, it reads: 


“That from and after thirty days 
from the date of the approval of this 
act no persen shall use any foods, fruits, 
food materials or feeds in the produc- 
tion of distilled liquors, except for gov- 
ernmental, industrial, manufacturing, 
scientific, or medicinal purposes, nor 
shall there be fmported into the United 
States during said war any distilled 
liquors; provided, that the president of 
the United States be and hereby is di- 
rected to take over for and on behalf 
of the government of the United States 
all distilled liquors that are held in 
bond at the time this act goes into 
effect, and he is hereby authorized to 
pay to the owners of such liquors the 
actual cost of the same plus a profit 
not exceeding 16 percentum. 

“And provided, further, that the col- 
lection cf all excise tax on distilled 
spirits in bond at the time of the pas- 
sage of this act shall be suspended so 
long as this act is in force, and the 


distiller in event that said distilled spir-» 


its shall be taken over by the govern- 
ment as herein previded, shall be dis- 
charged from all obligations for any and 
all taxes levied and assessed against 
said distilled spirts, provided, however, 
that the owner of the distilled spirits 
shall not withdraw any part thereof 
without the payment of the excise tax 
in force. 

“Any person who wilfully violates 
this section shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be punished by a fine of not 
exceeding $5,000, or by imprisonment 
for not more than two years, or both.” 

Details of the Fight. 

The provision for government pur- 
chase cf distilled beverages in bond, 
offered by Senator Smoot, was added to 
the Rebinscn substitute by a vote of 
65 to 12 after many senators had vig- 
orously denounced as confiscation of 
distillers’ pruperty a provisicn by Sen- 
ater Cummins, of Iowa, which propos- 
ed to prehibit withdrawal of the ware- 
house stcres. 

$750,000,000 In Assets Involved. 

Senator James opposed the Cummins 
amendment and Senator Penrose de- 
clared there were now about 208,090,- 
000 gallicns of whisky in bond on which 
banks had loaned from $80,000,000 to 
$100,000,600. The loans, he said, were 
usually for a long period and should 
the amendment preventing the with- 
drawal of distilled liquor in bond stand, 
many ‘banks and inneccent holders of se- 
curities would suffer. ° 

Senator Harding presented _state- 
ments that the Cummins amendment 
would wipe out assets aggregating 
$750,000,000. 


Urging reconsideration of the Cum-, 


mins amendment, Senator Robinson, 
author of— the “administration com- 
promise” substitute, said the Cummins 
provision would cause reaction against 
“the laudable movement for national 
prohibition.”

the government.” 


No War Without Liquor. 


Senator John Sharp Williams, refer- ' 


ring to the amount of liquors issued 
to French and British scldiers and the 
allowance ef beer to the German army, 
declared no war had been fought with 
prohibition. 

Conceding that “alcohol is a curse,” 
Senator Williams asserted that “to 
come here trying to confiscate mil- 
lions of dollars worth of property and 
give up $250,000,000 in revenue strikes 
me as carrying unreas to the super- 
lative form.” He demanded to know 
how the prevention of withdrawal of 
liquor frem bond would increase or 
conserve the food stipply. 

The twelve senators voting against 
the Smoot amendment were: Borah, 
Chamberlain, France, Hitchcock, Owen, 
Reed. Simmons, Smith of Georgia, 
Stone, Trammell, Vardaman and 
Walsh—comprising bcth ‘‘wets” and 
“drys” opposing the plan for diver- 
gent reascns. 

On Senatcr Cummins’ amendment the 
senate reversed itself. After having 


been added yesterday to the Robinson 


substttute by a vote of 45 to 40, it was 
atruck out today, 48 to 39. 

With the addition of the Smoot 
amendment, deletion of the Cummins 
provision and adoption of an amend- 
ment by Senator James, exempting dis- 
tilled beverages bought by the gov- 
ernment from taxation, the senate de- 
cided, 46 to 34% against adding provi- 
eions offered by Senator Pittman, of 
Nevada, which were criginally drafted 
by Genator Gore, of OKlahoma, and ap- 
proved by the senate agriculture com- 
mittee, authorizing the president to 
suspend manufacture of beer and wine 
and to limit their alcoholic contents.

HOKE SMITH LED 
IN PROHI FIGHT. 


Washington, July 7. (Special.) — 


Senator Hoke Smith jumped to the front 
jin the senate today in his old-time role 


of cne of the administration spokesmen. 
He made the motion to reconsider the 
vote by which the senate on yesterday 
adopted the prohibition amendment of- 
fered by Senator Cummins, and led the 
way for President Wilson’s views in 
regard to prohibition to be adopted by 
the senate. 

Other senators who changed their 

views overnight were Tillman, cf South 
Carclina; Phelan, of California; Rans- 
dell, of Louisiana, and McCumber, re- 
publican, of North Dakota. Ever since 
his return to Washington from Athens, 
where he delivered an address at the 
University of Georgia, Senator Smith 
has been supporting the food control 
bill, to which the prohibition amend- 
ments were riders. 
In addressing the senate today Sena- 
tor Smith said the bill as perfected in 
the senate agricultural committee was 
satisfactory to President Wilson and 
to Herbert C. Hoover, who will be food 
controller. He urged that it be con- 
fined to food, feeds and fuel, and that 
prohibition be considered on its merits 
in a separate bill. 

Means Heavy Taxation. 
Senator Simmons, chairman of the 
senate finance committee, estimated 
that if the government takes over the 
liquor now in bonded warehouses, pay- 
ing therefor about $200,000,000, and 
loses the internal revenue which would 
otherwise be paid into the treasury it 
will mean amending the taxation Dill 
so as to produce an additional half 
billion dollars. 

The liquor forces are strongly urg- 
ing this phase of the matter in order 
to save their scalps. That the liquor 
men are not giving up withcut a strug- 
gle is proven by the fact that reports 
to the internal revenue bureau of the 
treasury department show that twenty 
million gallons of distilled spirits were 
withdrawn from bonded warehouses to- 
day. Large additional amounts will 
probably be withdrawn before the pres- 
ident can sign the food bill. 

Thomas B. Felder, of Atlanta, who 
returned here recently after having 
attended the opening exercises of the 
Georgia legislature, was very much dis- 
appointed at the failure to include beer 
and light wines in the prohibition fea- 
tures of the food control bill. 

“This prohibition question will never 
be settled right,” said Mr. Felder, “un- 
til vinous, malt and spirituous liquors 
are prohibited. This determined pro- 
paganda in behalf of having beer and 
light wine is the most determined en- 
emy the prohibition forces have had 
to meet.”

“To the man in the trench death is 
an incident; not a calamity.

If he can 
only die for his country. I tell you, 
after a man has stood in water for 
days and seen the bodies of his com- 
rades lying on every side, death doesn’t 
look like an awful monster. It is a 
relief!”

SEARCHING FOR BODY 
OF A MURDERED GIR 


Alleged Two Women Beat 
Child to Death Because 
She Was a Cripple. 


St. Johnsbury, Vt., July 7.—A day's 
search of the wooded hills in the out- 
skirts of the city for the body of little 
Olive Bradshaw, who ig believed to 
have been murdered, was without re- 
sult today. 

Etta May Hicks, the child’s caretaker, 
and Mrs. Alvin Kenniston, who are al- 
leged to have confessed they killed the 
girl by beating and choking her be- 
cause she was a cripple and trowble- 
some, were silent as to what was done 
with the body. 

On behalf of Miss Hicks and Mrs. 
Kenniston, it was announced they had 
repudiated their alleged admissions, as- 
serting the statements they made last 
night were due to terror and confusion 
resulting from questioning by the au- 
thorities. 

According to State’s Attorney Camp- 
bell, both women last night told of the 
death, 
but later when the story of one of 
them that the body was placed under 
a rockpile had been found to be in- 
correct, they are said to have refused 
to talk further. 

Prosecutor Campbell today questioned 
the miss- 
ing child. Bradshaw said that when 
he returned Thursday evening from 
his work as a house painter he learnéd 
of the child’s absence, and he and Miss 
Hicks, his housekeeper, began a search 
of the fields near the farm. After an 
hour or more he returned to milk the 
cows and do other chores, and later 
Miss Hicks also came back to the house 
and prepared supper. 

When the meal was finished neigh- 
bors, who had been told of the dis- 
appearance, came to the house and ac- 
companied Bradshaw and Miss Hicks 
through the hills. 

The search occupied the greater part 
of the night and it was nearly day- 
light when they returned. Bradshaw, 
according to the state’s attorney, then, 
when the housekeeper bade him good- 
night and went to her room, she re- 
marked: “I won’t have any little baby 
to sleep with tonight.” 

Tomorrow Sheriff Worthen and scores 
of men will search the hill country.

PERSHING'S MEN EAGER 
T0 GET 10 ThE FRONT 


In a Few Days They Will 
Leave for Point Behind

A French Seaport, July 7.—The 
American troops today entered on the 
final steps of the mobilization that 
shall prepare them to leave within a 
few days for a permanent training 
camp somewhere behind the firing line.

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CERTAIN GERMANS 


MUST QUIT COUNTRY 


The Government Orders 
All Who Were Connected 
With Kaiser’s Embassy or 
Consulates to Leave the 
United States. 


.Washington, July 7.—All Germans 
formerly connected either with the em- 
bassy or any one of the many consu- 
lates in America have been requested 
to leave the United States. Notifica- 
tion .that their presence in America is 
undesirable has been sent to them by 
the state department. They were not 
told that they were suspected of being 
6pies, but the inference of their loyal- 
ty to the kaiser might make it diffi- 
cult for them to remain in this coun- 
try without attempting to send infor- 
mation of a military character to their 
government was made clear. 

Among First to Go. 

Among the first to go will be Henrich 
Schaafhausen, formerly attached to the 
German embassy, but left behind by 
Count von Bernstorff and. since at- 
tached to the department of German 
interests of the Swiss legation. In ad- 
dition to Schaafhausen there is a long 
train of clerks and servants—at least 
they have served in such capacity in 
this country—although the government 
has no means of knowing definitely 
what the exact status of most of them 
is with the German government. There 
is ground for belief that some of them 
are persons of importance to the Ger- 
man intelligence system. 

Dr. Barthelme, author of the 
much-discussed dispatch to The Co- 
logne Gazette at the time diplomatic 
relations were severed, still is in Wash- 
ington but is required to report to cer- 
tain government offictals in person 
twice a week. 

Although the pulk of the German and 
Austrian embassy staffs departed with 
their ambassadors, two of Germany’s 
allies still have their representatives 
here.

Many Arrests Made. 


Arrest of German spies, plotters and 
suspects have been materially increased 
during the last month as a result of 
co-operation of several great private 
organizations and scores of lesser 
bodies. 

Department of justice officials declar- 
ed today that services of the Commer- 
(cial Travelers’ association, which ten- 
;} dered the assistance of its members to 
; the bureau of investigation soon after 
war was declared, had 
augmented by the work of commercial 
bodies, civic, semi-military, fraternal, 
charitable, benevolent, educational and 
other organizations, as well as em- 
ployees of other government depart- 
ments. 

Few cases of arrests ever are brought 
to public attention. Under the presi- 
dent’s proclamation it is not necessarv 
to bring suspects to trial. They are 
placed in jail while their cases are be- 
ing fully considered, and if authorities 
deem their permanent detention ad- 
Visable they are turned over to the war 
department for incarceration in deten- 
tion camps. 

One German Put on Ship. 

New York, July 7.—Heinrich Schaaf- 
hausen, former German embassy at- 
tache, whom the United States govern- 
ment has decided to send out of this 
country, was placed on a Norwegian 
steamship by agents of the department 
of justice here today. The ship sails 
this afternoon.

Richmond, Va., July 7.—Asserting 
that he does not know where to go 
and that he does not want to go to 
Mexico, Ek.

When first seen they were 
steering a steadv course from the 
northwest, evidently in the act of mak- 
long sweeping ‘curve which 
would ultimately bring their heads in 
the direction of home. They completed 
the maneuver over the Thames and 
as the British machines came into the

Thousands in Streets. 

The raid occurred at about 9:30 
o'clock this morning. Thousands of 
persons crowded the streets, many of 
them women and children. The police 
and soldiers had difficulty in holding 
back the people. Many persons were 
seen at windows. Anti-aircraft guns 
throughout the city and British air- 
planes immediately engaged the hostile 
craft and for a time the sound of ex- 
ploding bombs and the vicious reply of 
guns was deafening. Straight over the 
city flew the squadron of raiders, pur- 
sued. by bursting shrapnel. 

The sun was shining brightly, but 
the sky was overcast with a haze such 
as is so favorable to raiders. Notwith- 
standing the haze, however, the Ger- 
mans were visible plainly to the people 
in the streets. 

The raiders appeared most suddenly 
and few persons realized that a raid 
was in progress’ until the sound of 
bombs began to be heard. The Germans 
were traveling at tremendous speed. 
They appeared to be at a lower altitude 
than in the last raid, when they exacted 
such a heavy toll of life in London. 

The West End and fashionable North- 
western residential sections had a su- 
perb view of the raiders’ approach. 
From the further northern fringes of 
the metropolis the raiders swept on- 
ward in fairly close formation, more 
than a score in number. 

Raiders Swoop to Objectives. 


The squadron which had been flying 
high then began a_ swift toboggan 
downwards, its speed increasing tre- 
mendously under the assistance of grav- 
ity, and the planes soon reaching a level] 
evidently less than a thousand yards 
in their swoop toward the central ob- 
jectives. 

Meanwhile, from all directions anti- 
aircraft batteries were working like 
machine guns. Bursting shrapnel dot- 
ted thé air around the oncoming raiders 
with snarling, vicious black puffs of 
smoke more numerous than the planes. 
It seemed impossible for the raiders 
completely to escape from the atmos- 
phere of curtain fire surrounding them. 
The raiders, however, pursued their 
course, holding their cargo of bombs 
until they had crossed the suburban dis- 
tricts and outlying parks. 

Fortunately a majority of the people 
had just enough warning to enable them 
to seek safety in basements. 

Even in basements the effect of the 
bombs were felt, the ground trembling 
as though an earthquake were in prog- 
ress. Windows were shaken  /[from 
frames, plaster from walls, and soot 
from chimneys. Evidently there was 
considerable difference in the caliber of 
the bombs dropped. Some of them had 
but slight effect, throwing up clouds 
of shrapnel like debris. Others evident- 
ly were filled with a most powerful ex- 
plosive.

GROUND IS GAINED 
BY BRITISH TROOPS 
ON BELGIAN FRONT 


London, July 7.—The British made an 
attack last night in Belgium east of 


Wytschaete. The war office announces 
that the British line was advanced 
slightly. 

The announcement follows: 
“East of Wrytschaete our 
again been slightly advanced. 
“The enemy attempted to raid our 
trenches in tke vicinity of Acheville 
but was repulsed. Elsewhere there were 

no events of special importance.” 

The official report from British 
headquarters in France tonight reads: 

“After a heavy bombardment the 
enemy attempted to raid our trenches 
east of Loos, but was driven off with 
loss. 

“There was much aerial fichting yes- 
terday, chiefly on the front between 
Lens and Ypres. In this area enemy 
machines were encountered in large 
numbers; one formation was composed 
of as many as thirty. Despite this and 
the pronounced activity on the enemy’s 
part, we bombed his aerodromes dur- 
ing the day, causing damage, and car- 
ried out successful artillery work and 
photography. 

“Ther activity was continued ‘by 
bombing during the night, in which the 
enemy showed more enterprise than 
he had hitherto done. He dropped 144 
bombs on our side of the line, our 
bombing machines dropping nearly 
three times that number of his side. 

“In this fighting during the day and 
night eight hostile machines were 
brought down; six others were driven 
down out of control. Five of our ma- 
chines are missing.” 


FRENCH AIRMEN 
BOMB GERMANS. 


Paris, July 7.—The official communi- 
cation issued by the war office tonight 
reads: 

“Qur artillery. was particularly ac- 
tive today in the sector of Cerny-

Among other buildings the 
important Badische Aniline factory was 
devoured by flames. 

“Another of our airplanes, piloted by 
Marechal des Logis Gallois, pushed as 
far as Essen and dropped projectiles 
on.the buildings of the Krupp factory. 

“Military installations in the environs 
of Coblenz, the Hirson station on the 
railroad west of Pfalzburg and the 
Thionville station were likewise bom- 
barded. Another series of operations 
over the enemy lines gave excellent re- 
sults. A fire broke out in the station 
at Dun-sur-Meuse; a munitions depot 
exploded at Batheville; the _ railroad 


station at Machault and establishments 
at Cauroy were burned. 

“In all, 30,455 kilos of 
were used.

“Army Group of the German Crown

“After artillery preparation the 
French attacked with strong forces 
from Mont Carnillet to the Hochberg. 
southeast of Nauroy the attack was 
repulsed by onr fire, and in hand-to- 
hand engagements by our guard troops. 
On the Hochberg the enemy, who had 
penetrated parts of our first line 
trenches, was driven out again by the 
energetic counter attack of a Hano- 
verian regiment. 

“At this stage the French again ad- 
vanced and penetrated our trenches for 
the second time but were again com- 
pletely repulsed by counter-attacks and 
in bitter man-to-man engagements. 

“Reconnoitering advances on Bri- 
mount and at Cerny en Dormois, re- 
sulted in a large’ number of prisoners 
being: taken.

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TAX LEGISLATION WILL 
TURE THIS SESSION 


Assembly Members Agreed on 
Principle of Fair and 
Equal Taxation. 


Legislators this year, regardless of 
their attitude towards the tax act of 
1913, are agreed that some kind of tax 
legislation is needed. Friends of the 
act admit that its operation has not 
been all that they desired and would 
be glad to see it improved by amend- 
ment or by the substitution of other 
legislation that would carry out the 
Principle of fair and equal taxation. 

Governor Hugh Dorsey called atten- 
tion in his inaugural] address to certain 
imperfections in the act which should 
be amended, but expressed himself as 
Opposed to its repeal unless better 
legislation was substituted for it. 

Representative R. T. DuBose, of 
Clarke, has introduced a resolution in 
the house providing for the appoint- 
ment of a legislative commission which 
shall study the subject during vaca- 
tion and report to the next session 
such changes in the tax laws oF the 
state as it finds will meet the situa- 
‘tion. Mr. DuBose was a member of 
the senate when the law was passed 
and will be remembered as one of 
those who fought it, but he is opposed 
to sweeping repeal legislation that 
would’ leave the state where it was 
in 1913 without putting something in 
the place of it. 


State Legisiation Necessary. 


While three bills have already been 
introduced in the house looking to a 
repeal of the act outréght and a re- 
turn to the system of “voluntary con- 
tributions” which prevailed prior te its 
enactment, many ot the bitterest op- 
onents of the measure admit that state 
egislation is necessary that would 
equalize tax returns on .all classes of 
property. 

Representative C. M. Taylor, of Mon- 
roe, who as a member of the last house 
became known as one of the leading ad- 
vocates of repeal, and was the author 
of the tax equalization repeal! bill, says 
that he is not hostile to constructive 
tax legislation, but he believes that 
action should be taken at this ses- 
sion and not deferred until next year. 

“! am opposed to. the tax law of 
1913," he declared in a statement Sat- 
urday, “because it has not done any- 
thing that its advocates claimed it 
would, but has added greatly to the 
burdens of the taxpayers. 

“From 1900 to 1913, inclusive, the 
tax returns for realty as shown by the 
comptroller general's reports increased 
at an average rate of $26,000,000 per 
year. In 1914, the first year of the 
operation of the new law,, they were 
increased $80,000,000. The following 
year there was a decrease of $3, 
and last year an increase of $1,000,000, 
making a net increase for the 
yeers of $78,000,000. That is $26,000,- 
000 per year or exactly the normal an- 
nual average increase for the thirteen 
years’ preceding the passage of the 
law. 

Cost of $150,000. — 

“Now the law has cost the f&xpayers 
of the state more than $100,000 per 
year for its administration, or approxi- 
mately $459,000 for the three years. 
The first vear the tax rate was de- 
creased 10 per cent and the state 
tually received just $155 more from 
real estate that year than it did the 
vear before. That vear while returns 
from real estate iticreased 11 per cent, 
those from the public service corpora- 
tions, which do not fall under the op- 
eration of the law, increased only 3% 
per cent. As they had the benefit of 
the lower tax rate, they paid the state 
in 1914 $45,261.53 less than they did 
in 1913. 

“Figuring the expense of the 
tax commissioner's office at $6,000, I 
find that the state was an actual loser 
of $51,106.53 from the first year’s op; 
eration of the law. And that makes 
no allowance for the additional bur- 
dens on the taxpayers of carrying the 
boards of assessors in each county, 
which I have already figured at the 
most conservative basis amounts to 
$100,000 per year. 

‘Under the operation of the law 
there have been no increases except in 
farm lands. Governor Dorsey called 
attention in his address to the fact that 
the returns for merchandise had ac- 
tually decreased, being only $40,000,000 
(the actual figures shown by the 
comptroller general's report are even 
less, being little more than §$39,000,- 
000), while the insurance carried on 
merchandise jis $400,000,000. 

“T believe ‘that it is a very con- 
servative estimate that there are $500,- 
600,000 of property in Georgia which 
is not returned for taxation at all.” 

Letter From Haden. 

Following his request for certain in- 
formation, Mr. Taylor was in receipt 
of a letter from Charles J. Haden, 
pointing out what he regarded as other 
inequalities of the law not specified in 
his statement. The letter follows: 

Hon. C. M. Taylor, House of Representa- 
tives, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Mr. Taylor: In 
response to your request for suggestions 
concerning the tax iaw I beg to say: 

1. That in 1913 before the tax equaliza- 
tion act became effective the digest of the 
state showed bank stock value of $41,834,- 
587. After working of the law for three 
years the state digest showed bank stock 
value of $39,590,752, or at a net loss in 
three years of over two million dollars. 

In 1913 the item of money and solvent 
debts on the state tax digest was $50,086,- 
210 and after three years’ working of the 
law it appears at $50,700,597, a negligible 
increase. 

2. The bank deposits of Georgia average 
about one hundred and seventy-five mil- 
lion dollars. Solvent debts owing to peo- 
ple within the state, according to the best 
data available from expert accountants 
must run above two hundred million dol- 
lars. Under this classification come real 
estate purchase money notes, fertilizer 
notes and accounts, merchants’ notes and 
accounts and individual private accounts 
and loans, making up the huge sum of cur- 

business transactions of individuals, 

and corporations throughout the 
whole state. It will thus be seen that the 
item of “‘money and solvent debts” subject 
to taxation approximates four hundred mil- 
lion dollars, or eight times as much as the 
amount appearing cn the tax digest. 

8. Taking the entire area of Georgia and 
leaving off the rivers, roads, incorporated 
towns and other areas not taxable under 
the classification of lands, it will be found 
that 35,000,000 acres actually appear on the 
tax d@igest of Georgia, representing about 
100 per cent of all lands subject to taxa- 
tion. From the above you will see that in 
ratio lands bear eight times greater bur- 
den of taxation than money and solvent 
debts.

Monday morning the Savannah plant-of 
|the Savannah Sugar Refining company, 
built at a cost of $2,000,000, will begin 
aaattion. 
This will mark the 
ithe greatest enterprise 
;Savannah within the past ten years 
for more. It will be one of six sugar 
‘refineries in the United States, and 
lone of two in the south, the uther be- 
‘ing at New Orleans. While the Sa- 
|vannah plant can refine either cane or 
‘beet sugar, the former will be used 
exclusively at first. 

Three ship loads of crude sugar have 
been received from Cuba and their car- 
l goes will be the first to go through 
ithe local refinery. When overated at 
lits capacity the refinery can turn out 
ia miliion pounds of sugar a day. Three 
hundred men have veen given employ- 
;}ment through the establishment of this 
industry and the force at the United 
States custom house has been largeiy 
augmented to sample the raw sugar, 
rrade it after it is refined and assess 
the duty to be paid the government. 
This will amount to $10,000 a day when 
the refinery is worked to capacity.

Washington, July 7.—(Special.)—Jo- 
seph M. Brown, formerly governor of 
Georgia, who was in Washington today 
on his way home from a business trip 
to the east, ‘said that the people of 
Georgia were overwhelmingly behind 
the president in the course he has taken 
for the successful prosecution of the 
war. He stated that there was little 
Sympathy in the state for the position 
Senator Hardwick has taken in block- 
ing and obstructing administration war 
measures. Since America has entered 
the war, he added, its fleets must seek 
out the enemy wheever he is to be 
found on the seven seas, and its armies 
do their share of the fighting in every 
theater of the war. 

He Cites Thomas Jefferson. 

Thomas Jefferson established the 
principle of sending an American army 
overseas when he dispatched troops to 
punish the Barbary pirates, continued 
Governor Brown. These American sol- 
diers marched 1,900 miles across the 
Libyan desert and helped capture the 
city of Verna in Tripoli. 
the sending of one millioh men to Eu- 
rope now to crush German autocracy 
is not different from the sending of 
that force against Tripoli in 1804. Jef- 
fersor also favored the principle of 
universal liability to military service 
and advucated the selective draft, said 
Governor Brown.

MANY GERMAN CITIES 
WITHOUT POTATOES 


London, July 7.—Hamburg, Altona 
and presumably most of the other Ger- 
man cities will again have no potatoes 
n the coming week nor will any be 
available until the new potatoes begin 
to come in.

FOOD-SAVING PLEDGE 


Food Administration Hopes to 
Enlist Every Woman in 
United States. 


: 
Washington, July 7.—A million Amer- 


ican women, it was announced today, 
have signed pledges to follow the food 
conservation directions of the food ad- 
ministration. Al] will be enrolled as 
actual members of the food administra- 
tion, and from time to time will be sent 
instructions on household economics. 
Within the next three weeks the ad- 
ministration hdépes to enroll virtually 
every woman in the United States. 

The first list of directions were sent 
out today to be pasted in the kitchens 
of women who have joined the admin- 
istration. They follow: 

“One wheatless meal.a day. Use 
corn, oatmeal, rye or barley bread and 
non-wheat breakfast foods. Order 
bread 24 hours in advance so your baker 
will not bake beyond his needs. Cut 
the loaf on the table and only as re- 
quired.| Use stale bread for cooking, 
toast, etc. Eat less cake and pastry. 

“Beef, mutton or pork not more than 
onee daily. Use freely vegetables and 
fish. At the meat meal serve smaller 
portions and steak instead of steaks. 
Make made-dishes of all left-overs. Do 
this and there will be meat enough for 
every one-at a reasonable price. 

“The children must have milk. Use 
every drop. Use buttermilk and sour 
milk for cooking and making cottage 
cheese. Use less cream. Butter is es- 
sential for the growth and health of 
children. Use butter on the table as 
usual, but not in cooking. Other fats 
are as good. Reduce use of fried foods. 
Soap contains fats. Do not waste it. 
Make your own washing soap at home 
out of the saved fats. 

‘Sugar is scarcer. We use today three 
times as much per person as our allies. 
So there may be enough for all at rea- 
sonable price, the less candy and sweet 
drinks. Do not stint sugar in putting 
up fruits and jams. They will save 


detter. 

‘Coal comes from a distance and our 
railways are overburdened hauling war 
material. Help relieve them by burn- 
ing fewer fires. Use wood when you 
can get it. 

“Fruits and vegetables we have in 
abundance. Asa nation we eat too lit- 
tle green stuffs. Double their use and 
improve your health. @*Store potatoes 
and other roots properly and they will 
keep. Begin now to can or dry all sur- 
plus garden products. 

“Patronize your local producer. Dis- 
tance means money. Buy perishable 
food from the neighborhood nearest 
you and thus save transportation. 

“Buy less, serve smaller portions: 
preach the gospel of the clean plate; 
don’t eat a fourth meal; don’ limit the 
plain food of growing children; watch 
out for the wastes in the community; 
full garbage pails in America mean 
empty dinner pails in America and Eu- 
rope; if the more fortunate of our 
people will avoid waste and eat no more

For Cruelty to Belgians—Ger- 
mans in Allied Countries 
May Suffer.

| German authorities of twenty proml- 
nent officials of the Belgian colonial 
office and directors. of the colonial so- 
cieties were related by a prominent 
Belgian in London to the Associated 
Press today. His statement follows: 

“When the Belgians and the British 
captured German East Africa they took 
prisoner, among others, the German 
governor, Dr. Schnee. Dr. Schnee's 
wife, who was found to have compro- 
mising papers in her possession, also 
was arrested. All the prisoners, in- 
cluding the governor and his wife, 
were sent to France and treated with 
the utmost consideration 

“Some time ago the Belgian govern- 
ment proposed to the German govern- 
ment, through the vatican, that Gover- 
nor Schnee be exchanged for Burgo- 
master Max, of Brussels. The Belgian 
authorities also offered to exchange 
Madame Schnee for Madame Boel, wife 
of a prominent member of the Belgian 
legislature. They turther proposed to 
exchange other Germans held prisoner 
in East Africa by the Belgians for 
Belgians who are interned in Ger- 
many. 

“The German government sent to 
the Belgian authorities a most inso- 
lent reply, demanding that ail the Wer- 
man prisoners be reieased within three 
davs on the Swiss frontier or wherever 
the prisoners wished to be taken. The 
penalty, if the Germans were not re- 
leased, was to be the arrest of twenty 
Belgians. 

“The Belgian government protested 
against this ultimatum and the next 
move of Germany was to make the ar- 
rests in Brussels, which t{ncluded Count 
Jean [YOultremont, formerly grand 
marshal of the court of King Leopold: 
Count Hippolyte de Ursel, director of 
the National bank, and Baron De Cuv- 
elier. 

“Since the arrest of a score of promi- 
nent persons Germany has issued a 
statement accusing the Belgian gov- 
ernment of ill treating German civilians 
in East Africa This accusation is em- 
phatically denied by the Belgian gov- 
ernment.”

“Then there always should be an in- 
telligent woman living on the first 
floor and about to take a hot bath at 
the time of the fall. As the child falls 
she should dash out, seize her, place her 
in the hot tub, mix some mustard, and 
thus overcome any shock. 

“A fourth precaution is to have an 
ornamental metal guard across the win- 
dow. Few children fall out of unguard- 
ed windows. Vivian selected the win- 
dow that had a guard, climbed over it 
and dropped gracefully through, space. 

“Perhaps the most important feature 
is to have the father connected with a 
casualty insurance company. Accidents 
never happen to the families of accident 
insurance officials. Vivian's father, 
Hugh Robinson, happens to be superin- 
tendent of agencies of the United States 
Casualty company. Therefore, she 
probably could drop from the water 
tank on the roof without being jolted 
much,

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GEORGIANS URGED 
TO JOIN THE NAVY 


While Enlistments Have 

Been Large, There Are 

‘Still Many Vacancies 
Which Must Be Filled. 


The loca] navy recruiting office has 
issued a straight-forward appeal to 
the young men of Georgia urging them 
to enlist in the navy now. It presents 
the situation in a business-like way 
and points out the necessity for im- 
mediate action. 

The circular is being scattered broad- 
cast over the state and it is expected 
that it will be a great boost for re- 
cruiting. 

The appeal follows in part: 


This office has sent out many calls for 
young men to serve their country in the 
various ratings of the navy. The navy 
department has, through this office, spent 
thousands of dollars in advertising litera- 
ture. We have written to nearly every 
postmaster, mayor, doctor, business and 
commercial man in the states of Georgia 
and Florida, asking their assistance in get- 
ting young men to enlist in the service of 
their choice for the purpose of defending 
their rights—their homes—their flag, and 
their country, against a menacing enemy. 

Response Most Gratifying. 

Generally speaking, the response to our 
many calls has been most gratifying. Young 
men have volunteered their services and 
enlisted. They have done so purely for 
patriotic reasons—others have enlisted for 
excitement and adventure, while others 
have enlisted to avoid the selective draft. 
The ratings are being filled, already all 
vacancies in the yeoman branch and in the 
general electrical pranch have been filled.

Just 
before reaching the end of this dread- 
ful stretch, we encountered a gully 
about three feet deep. I could not go 
back, I could not turn around. There 
was nothing to do but go into it. I 
eased the car into it, and it looked like 
we were standing on end. Then when 
I started out the other side it looked 
like we were perpendicular in our seats, 
but the car never faltered an instant. 

“During our climb, winding, around 
and around treacherous curve after 
curve, at times there was less than 
four inches on each side of the car, and 
in some instances, the fenders were 
hanging over the side of the road, with 
a sheer fallway of hundreds of feet 
on each side. Was I scared? No, of 
course not. I Knew I had a good car 
and | Knew how to drive it. 

“Tt took us eleven hours to make the 
trip up to Asheville. I never gave any 
thought to gasoline consumption on the 
way up, but I only used 11 gallons at 
that, a distance of 264 miles. I thought 
I'd try it out on the way back to see 
just what I could do, and IT did not use 
quite ten gallons of gasoline, an aver- 
age of 28 miles to the gallop, which, 
despite the fact T knew the car was eco- 
nomical to run, surprised me.

The Macbeth-Evans Glass company, 
of Pittsburg, one of the largest and 
oldest glassware manufacturing con- 
cerns in the country, is now adding to 
its extensive line of products a new 
scientific motor car headlight lens, 
which has already created a sensation 
among the motor car manufacturers 
who have seen it. 

The lens is known as the Macbeth 
lens, and it is the resuit of four years 


of experimental work in the labora- 
tories of the big Macbeth-Evans in- 
stitution. 

This new entry into motor car ac- 
cessory circles is original in its con- 
struction. One of its outstanding fea- 
tures is an attractive green enameled 
glass visor, built integral with the 
lens, by which all upward rays of light 
are redirected down, thereby making 
good use of otherwise wasted light. 

The front surface of the lens is di- 
vided into five horizontal prisms. Each 
is inclined at an angle scientifically de- 
termined so that the light is bent at 
just the correct angle. The inner sec- 
tion of the lens is made up of con- 
cave sections, which spread the light 
laterally, thus providing the side 
lighting essential for country driving 
and for turning corners.

Finding homes and providing enter- 
tainment for its 13,000 employees 
‘the city of standing room only” 
task set for itself by the Firestone 
Tire and Rubber company, of Akron, 
Ohio. 

Hundreds of new workers pouring 
into the city which has “run away from 
itself,’ as one magazine writer describes 
it, have presented a gigantic problem 
in housing. The Firestone company 
early saw the difficulties of getting 
men to stay at their jobs unless they 


were given clean, pleasant places to 


live, and immediately set about the 
solution of the problem. A huge al- 
lotment has been opened by the com- 
pany not far from the plant, and lots 
are sold to employees on easy payments 
at low prices. A house may be built at 
cost by the employee and paid for 5 
per cent down and 1 per cent a month. 

But this does not take care of the 
hundreds of employees who are con- 
stantly coming to Akron from distant 
cities, attracted by the eight-hour day 

ideal working conditions. Many 

these men have no money when 
they arrive and frequently leave their 
families behind until they can forward 
— money to pay their transporta- 
on. 

For these workers the company has 
built a little village of temporary homes 
on the ground surrounding its plant. 
In this village, where the dwellers live 
a simple Hfe, there are accommodations 
for 1,600. The community is governed 
by the strictest sanitary and police 
regulations, enforced by the villagers 
themselves. The company doctors and 
nurses make weekly inspections and 
report that the village is the ‘most 
healthy community in Akron. Within 
& stone’s throw are the Firestone war 
gardens, where employees are raising 
sixty acres of vegetables for their own 
use. 

The residents of the village are 
changing at intervals as enterprising 
workers get a house in Firestone Park 
or buy a lot to build on. But there is 
always somebody to move in. 

For entertainment and_ recreation, 
there is the $360,000 clubhouse, with 
bowling alleys, swimming pool, show- 
ers, reading rooms and auditorium. Dur- 
ing the recent campaign for Red Cross 
funds in Akron the employees of the 
office presented a two-act operetta in 
the clubhouse and turned the proceeds, 
$1,000, into the Red Cross fund. A mov- 
ing picture show is given once a week 
free to the employees in the club- 
house auditorium. 

In this city, “built in spite of itself,”

I have heard of a man who was 
strongly addicted to pulling, and who 
cured himself by truly spartan treat- 
ment.

He had been told this 
repeatedly, but he could not overcome 
the habit. One evening he hit upon a 
scheme. He took a red-hot poker, and 
with that fiery instrument burnt him- 
self across the fingers and the palm 
of the offending hand. His idea was, 
of course, that he would be unable 
then to gri~ so tightly as in the past. 
He declared that it worked beautifully. 
He walked about with the sanctified 
air of a martyr and hit some admirable 
shots. I do not know that many of us 
would care to seek golfing complete- 
ness in this stern manner; it will be 
time to test the value of the remedy 
by Ymlling when we catch hold of a 
red-hot poker by accident. Neither do 
we want to run needles, nails of bicy- 
cle pumps into our hands, but this lit- 
tle chapter of casualties and their 
consequences helps to show what is 
possible with a very light grip of the 
club. 

Why Some Men Are Poor Golfers. 

As a rule, the man who has en- 
gaged extensively in pastimes that de- 
arm muscles—as, for 
instance, gymnastics and wrestling— 
makes a poor golfer because he has an 
unconquerable tendency to hold the 
club too tightly. By the time that he 
has taken the club half the way up, 
his muscles are set so sternly and 
strongly that the whole movement 1s 
restricted, and in most cases he can- 
not manage anything more than a half- 
swing. 1 have noticed the same state 
of affairs in regard to people whose 
work promotes power in the arms. 
Thus a sculptor I know has used his 
right arm to such purpose in his pro- 
fession that it is the curse of his 
career as a golfer. He grips so desper- 
ately hard with it that he simply can- 
not swing properly. 

Personally, I have often tried driv- 
ing with the club hel@ only in my 
thumbs and forefingers and all the 
other fingers off the shaft. Of course, 
I have not done this in tournaments; 
it has been merely a piece of experi- 
mentation such as a professional] is 
always pursuing in order to study 
cause and effect. I have found that it 
is possible to drive well when swing- 
ing the club solely with the thumbs 
and forefingers, although it must be 
said that the others are useful to act 
as guides. | 

That, however, should be their chief 
function—or, at any rate, until the time 
of impact when they are apt to thich teen 
of their own accord—and it is the work 
which the golfer should try and make 
them do. It is a curious fact that 
nearly everybody has a natural ten- 
dency fo hold more strongly with the 
little fingers than with the bigger ones. 
Take hold of a stick with a firm grip, 
and gradually tighten the hold. You 
will find that you are gripping much 
more strongly with the little finger 
than with the middle or forefinger. 
That is just what the average person 
does when gripping a golf club, and 
it is’ the condition which has to be 
avoided. If it*be permitted, the club 
will never follow the right track, nor 
will it proceed far enough. 


Pulling Due to the Tight Grip. 


Pulling is the commonest fault 
caused by the unduly tight grip. There 
are people who say that you should 
hold more firmly with the left hand 
than with the right. I do not agree 
with that teaching. The tight grip

Produaction—Conservation. 
By Judge Drevensteat, in American 
Fancier. 


The above title is the subject of the 
most timely and thoughtful editorial 
we have had the pleasure and satisfac- 
tion of reading this year, for it clearly 
analyzes the economical features of the 
existing poultry situation in Canada 
and what applies to our progressive 
and experienced neighbor will apply 
with equal force to the United States. 
By the courtesy of the veteran editor, 
H. B. Donovan, we received early proofs 
of his editorial which will appear in 
June Canadian Poultry Review. e 
quote in part from it as follows: 

“With the close of the present month 
—June—the production of poutry, as 
far as this season is concerned, may be 
said to have ended. Then what? What 
is the natural sequence following in- 
creased production? It can be nothing 
else that CONSERVATION. Conserva- 
tion is the intelligent raising of the 
chicks hatched, leading to a wintering 
of publets for early laying and for use 
as breeders next season. Conservation 
of tood in the earliest possible fitting 
for human consumption of all surplus 
cockerels. To gain this end we must 
have reasonably cheap feedstuffs, else 
all our united efforts at increased pro- 
duction may be set at naught, and the 
falland early winter markets be flooded 
with poorly grown, badly fleshed chick- 
ens of both sexes. 

“Let us give a concrete case. On 
Monday, May 7, the editor of The Cana- 
dian Poultry Review paid $2.40 per 
bushel for very ordinary low grade feed 
wheat. At the game time he paid $3.50 
per 100 pounds for cracked corn and 
$2.75 per 100 pounds for crushed oats. 
Hight days after ample evidence was 
placed in our hands that the farmer was 
not getting much benefit from manipu- 
lated prices, for in the following ex- 
tract from a letter from daughter to 
father we have the proof, 

“It is from a daughter of Mr. R. E. 
Bingham, Toronto, now living in Sas- 
Kkatchewan. Mr. Bingham is one of 
our oldest and best known poultry 
breeders: “Tell dad the fancy price of 
wheat is a joke. You can’t sella bushel 
of it to save your soul; no one will buy 
it. A farmer brought a load of wheat 
into Moose Jaw last Saturday and had 
to sell it for $1.20 a bushel. That is all 
he could get for it.’ 

“Whose duty is it to see that we 
are provided with grain and other food, 
for both human and animal consump- 
tion at prices that are not positively 
Sinful At this writing bread is cheap- 
er in England than in Canada, ‘the 
granary of the world.’ We have ample 
machinery that should be put in motion. 
Let us start the wheels. We can all 
help, There is work here for some big 
man, or men, a committee of food con- 
trol. We are great believers in co-op- 
eration, but it must be co-operation at 
both ends—co-operation between the 
producer and the consumer. The feed 
companies are doing their part and a 
good part, but they are handicapped. 
Let the government step in at this 
crisis—it isn’t too late—and give that 
Stability to prices that is essential. 

“The feed companies find it difficult 
to get supplies at any price. Prices are 
not set by them. Naturally the law of 
supply and demand enters in here, but 
the companies claim they are not mak- 
ing inflated profits, and we have no 
reason to suspect otherwise.”

“NOw as to conservation, as partic- 
ularly applied to the science of poultry 
culture, Our chicks are out for this 
season, or will be by the end of the 
month. How are we to feed them to a 
natural healthy growth, especially the 
Sreat majority of our producers for 
1918, the =. We must have grain 
and auxiliary feeds. We must have 
these feeds at a price that will show a 
profit on the season's operations, or at 
any rate no loss, else—the ax. Why 
should not the different associations buy 
in carload lots for distribution amongst 
the members in a co-operative way? A 
purchasing agent, a man with big ideas, 
one familiar with transportation and 
distribution difficulties, should be ap- 
pointed. By whom? By some branch of 
government activities, live stock, 
branch, commfttee of conservation, re- 
sources committee or what not. This 
should be for the heads to decide—but 
get the right man. Then production, 
“grow a bit more,” should be the indi- 
vidual aim as well as the collective. It 
is getting late for suggestions for 
planting, but we have seen artichokes 
used extensively in a mash food and 
with splendid results. It is not too 
late to plant them, and they are easily 
grown and stored Fill every odd cor- 
ner with them. If we cannot feed our 
flock all the best grain they need, they 
will just have to adapt themselves to 
other rations, and they can and pill 
do so. 

“Grow chicks, grow feed and con- 
serve both. As we suspect was the 
case in most houses, the raw potato 
peelings in the editor’s domicile went 
to waste. They don’t do so now, and 
won't do so again. They are, with the 
tail ends of carrots, parsnips and other 
odds and ends, cooked for the morning 
mash, and all the mash consists of is 
these fragments and a handful or two 
of bran. And we are forced to admit 
the eggs are coming quite as well, if 
not better, than before, from the pens 
that get this wrongly called “waste.” 
We see barrels of lawn clippings carried 
away weekly by the scavenger carts. 
Why not feed them to hens? Nothing 
more appetizing. If you haven't poultry 
someone near you has; offer them to 
him. The surplus can be lightly cured, 
packed in barrel or boxes, and when 
steamed or soaked in hot water makes 
one of the best components of the win- 
er egeg-producing mash. Conserve lawn 
clippings; tons of them go annually to 
waste. This hint will apply mainly to 
dwellings in cities and towns. Celery 
tops, carrot tops and such like all go 
to fill a crop, and a full crop means 
plenty of eggs. 

“‘Small,’ some one will say, ‘petty.’ 
Yes, admittedly so. So it is the egg, 
worth on an average in normal times 
two copper cents. Yet Canada in 1915 
produced thirty million dollars worth of 
egezs and we have not heard any one 
call thirty million ‘small’ or ‘petty,’ 
Trade igs made up of small items.” 

But what will interest practical men 
and women engaged in the poultry busi- 
ness most is the program laid out by 
Mr. Donovan for the conservation of 
poultry this summer and fall, and for 
increased production next breeding sea- 
son. This program is rather an ex- 
tended one, but the eight rules laid 
down indicate that a good deal of

it at present appears to him. In our 
humble estimation these eight rules or 
paragraphs cover the field to be culti- 


'vated by poultrymen completely. They 


| 


are as follows: 

l. Keep the chicks growing. If you 
are so situated let the pullets have 
ample liberty, they will pick up a good 
part of their food, grass, bugs, weed 
seeds, etc. If not go situated feed an 
abundance of green food, you can get 
it if your eyes are open. Dandelions, 
a weed, cannot be beaten, used either 
raw or cooked. Keep the pullets busy, 
they are the mainstay of next season’s 
egg and breeding operations. 

2. Select the cockerels early that you 
desire to keep, treat them well. Push 
those you do not want, and either sell 
or eat them, or can their flesh for next 
winter’s consumption in the home. This 
will run us through June, July and Au- 
gust—as far as the young stock goes. 

3. It is recommended that an average 
flock should consist of 50 per cent pul- 
lets and 50 per cent of yearlings. This 
argument, sound on the whole, is sub- 
ject to modification under present cir- 
cumstances. It has paid us and others 
to keep over two-year-old hens on an 
intelligent selection. We have in mind 
now one flock, at least, that ig giving 
a 75 per cent production of eggs on a 
very moderate ration, and no individual] 
in the flock is under two years old. 
These hens’ eggs are large and well- 
shelled, too. Therefore, do not kill off 
too fast. Keep over for next season 25 
per cent of the two-year-olds, all the 
one-year-olds and all the healthy, 
well grown pullets. Force part for 
early egg production. When done lay- 
ing sell or eat the hens if thought best. 
We figure that adoption of this plan 
would give a natural increase of breed- 


ing stock for 1918 season of at least go 


50 per cent. And we will need them all. 
Briefly, do not kill any females that 
you have accommodation and feed for, 
and that can be reasonably expected to 
profitably produce. 

4. “Swat the rooster,” the fellow you 
do not need, and “do it now.” He pro- 
duces no eggs. He may spoil those that 
are produced. His feed is needed, con- 
Serve it by eating him. 

o. Save your surplus eggs by packing 
them in-water glass. It ig unlikely that 
€SEs will be any cheaper next winter 
than they were last winter. Why buy 
veal and lamb that should not be on 
the market at all, and sell eggs? Eat 
them or save them. This applies to the 
Small producer only. The poultry farm- 
er must sell if community cold storage 
is not available. He should join an egg 
circle Or help promote one if none in 
his ertrict, 

. you have too many head to com- 
fortably winter—we a aoe into Oc- 
tober, the harvest month—don’t kill 
them. Get that neighborly feeling, Mr. 
Smith, Mr. Jones, Mr. Brown, on your 
Street or route can be induced to keep 
poultry. He may have an old shed or 
barn that can be turned to good use. 
Go shares with him even, if he is 
doubtful. Production—corservation is 
true patriotism. Food ig as necessary 
as bullets. “Do your bit” by gettin 
your neighbors and friends fuderente 
in poultry. 

7. We are now well into winter. No- 
vember and December eggs are the 
most profitable of the year, if you can 

et them. Aim to do so. if the flock 
8 divided into layers and breeders, 
force the former, keep the latter fit and 
eager for their fee In fact this is 
Wise in all cases. 

8. Begin hatching early from birds 
mated in November. Aim for 1918 to 
double production, sell early to give 
the remainder an opportunity to grow. 
Cultivate a local trade, use none but 
Standard-breds. Help form a club or 
association if none near you. If one 
already in existence, join it for mutual 
help. Get that “other fellow” in, too. 
He wants help as much as you do. He 
won't be less interested than you are, 
less eager to help fill the world’s mar- 
kets. A few dozen eggs may seem 
small, but they may save the life of 
one who has fought for you and is pay- 
ing the cost. Nothing is too small. We 
cannot sit down inthis blessed Canada 
of ours to full tables and see our kin 
and allies suffer and starve. Let us 
produce more than we need. ‘ The world 
is ready for the surplus. It will be 
just as ready in 1918.

Swat the Rooster. 


By H. R. Lewis. 
The poultryman must make every ef- 


fort to save where saving can ‘be made 
advantageously, and especially where 
his revenue will not be diminished and 
his profits decreased. One suggestion 
which will help to meet this situation 
is the elimination and disposal of all 
surplus male birds. 

As soon as the eehgge season is 
over, go over the male birds carefully. 
If any are to be saved for breeding 
the next year, they should be selected 
and placed in separate summer Dens, 
where they will not run with the 
hens. 

The rest of the males, however, will 
probably best be sold for meat im- 
mediately after the production of 
hatching eggs has ceased. 

Disposition of them at this time will 
bring in considerable revenue, and 
they will be worth considerably more 
for meat now than a few months later, 
when they are much more staggy. 

Also it is a fact that selling them 
early will cut down quite materially 
the amount of feed required for the 
flock, and at prevailing high prices 
this saving may mean the. difference 
between profit and loss. It is best to 
catch the males at night when they 
are on the perch, and thus not scare 
and frighten the layers. 

Much of the loss in table eggs, espe- 
cially during the spring and summer, 
is due to the development of the germ 
in fertile eggs. This development is 
started and maintained by keeping the 
eggs in too warm a place, such as a 
warm room near a fire, or exposed to 
the direct rays of the sun; by broody 
hens sitting on the nests; by irregular 
or infreguent collections of the eggs 
from the nests. 

Eggs! kept in store windows where 
theesun shines directly on them will

bad in a very short time ff they 
are fertile. 

The production of infertile eggs at 
all times, except during the breeding 
season, will eliminate all danger from 
germ development, and their advan- 
tages over fertile eggs can be sum- 
marized as follows: They do not hatch, 
even when heat ig applied in suffieient 
degree. They contain ho germs to be 
developed into growing embryos and 
later into chicks. Owing to the absence 
of embryos they withstand heat and 
do not suffer from exposure to heat 
as do fertile eggs. 

They bear shipment well, whether 
long or short distances, and whether 
subjected to proper temperature con- 
ditions or not. They are more easily 
and safely preserved by the housewife 
i the waterglass method for winter 

Owing to the absence of germ life 
they are slow to decay and never rot. 
They are superior for cold-storage pur- 
poses. They are less costly to produce 
than fertile eggs because of the ab- 
sence of the male birds and the re- 
duction in the feed costs. Male birds 
are not required in their production, 
which results in a quieter flock. less 
noise, and a reduction in the feed bill. 

The production of infertile eggs by 
small city flocks is especially-desirable, 
as male birds are apt to become a 
nuisance to the neighbors. 

Infertile eggs are produced just as 
abundantly as fertile eggs, the pres- 
ence of the male not affecting in any 
way the ability of the hen to lay the 
egg. 

There is pesenty no other thing 
that the poultryman can do which will 
80 improve the quality of the eggs he 
sells as the production of infertile 
eggs, particularly at the present time. 

Considering the high cost of feed, 
there is probably no other thing that

Canning for Winter. 


In all of the papers throughout the 
country, daily, weekly and farm press, 
there have been urgent notices given 
of the shortage of food and the neces- 
sity of providing good gardens. Those 
of us who were not convinced of such 
shortage by reading the papers have 
ibbeen undoubtedly convinced by the 


prices we have had to pay for various | 
commodities while waiting for our gar- | 


dens to reach the producing stage. 
Now taking it for granted that we 
have followed the advice given, and 
now have beautiful gardens with rows 
of beans, squash, butterbeans, corn, 
tomatoes, cabbage, etc., in’ abundance, 
there will be all that we need to eat 
now and plenty to store away for win- 
ter use. We hope everyone has that 
extra amount for 
ing away vegetables and fruits is like 
putting money into the bank (in more 
ways than one), for use at some later 
date. In putting up eatables for the 
winter the following should be kept 
in mind: 

It is best to put up things that have 
the greatest food or nutritive value, 
put them up so as to retain their food 
value, but at the same time with as 
little cost as possible, both money and 
effort. There are but few things that 
grow that cannot be saved in one form 
or another for winter use. Of the vege- 
tables we consider string beans, but- 
ter beans, corn, tomatoes and soup m!x~ 
ture the best to put up, as these will 
cut down the grecery bills more than 
an equal numberof any of the others, 
though many others are just as easily 
put up and will add to the variety if 
one has the material, the cans or jars, 
and the time to do the work— peas, &s- 
Paragus, beets and squash especially 
we consider worthy of second consid- 
eration, though some might wish to 
include some or all of these as of 
primary importance. 

The best way to can most vegetables 
is with a regular pressure canner, and 
these are now commonly in use, but it 
is possible to save our vegetables with- 
out such an outfit, though the work 
is so much more increased as tu make 
the economy of the operations ques- 
tionable. Foods of whatever kind spoil 
through the action of yeasts, molds and 
bacteria, the action of which can be 
prevented only by killing these organ- 
isms with heat, that is by sterilization. 
After this process, the foods must be 
protected against access of air and 
other organisms by tight sealing of 
the cans or jars. 

Methods of Canning. 


There are three principle methods of 
canning that may be used: The open 
boiler, the intermittent and the pres- 
sure, according to the species of vege- 
table one wishes to can and to the con- 
veniences at hand for doing the work. 
The pressure method is by far the best 
if one can afford special equipment. 
In addition to the pressure boiler one 
must have soldering irons for capping 
and tipping and perhaps a firepot or 
something for heating the irons. These, 


of course, would be necessary only for. 


canning in tin; it is possible to can in 
glass in a pressure boiler, though there 
is some danger of the jars or the lids 
collapsing on account of the pressure, 
and more careful management and han- 
dling is necessary. In @ pressure can- 
ner the vegetables are cooked at high- 
er temperatures and therefore the time 
required is less and the resulting prod- 
uct is better as to quality and ap- 
pearance than when the other meth- 
ods are used; from the fact that the 
time and labor involved in this meth- 
od are less and the results better, wea 
favor the use of this method for such 
things as corn, beans, peas and vege- 
table combinations. 

The open boiler method, though very 
efficient for some things, is the least 
satisfactory for the articles above 
mentioned; it requires usually from two 
to three hours of continual boiling to 
sterilize vegetables by ti is method and 
then the product is inferior in color, 
quality and texture. 

In the intermittent method the re- 
sults are better than in the open boiler 
method, but there is a maximum of ef- 
fort put forth in the handling of the 
cans or jars, and more fuel and pa- 
tience is required. When packed jars 
are processed a certain length of time 
for two or three days, the method is 
called intermittent. On the first day’s 
processing the bacteria are killed and 
the jars removed and quickly cooled. 
Then by the second and third days’ 
cooking all the spores that will have 
been developed, will be killed, after 
which the product will keep indefinite- 
ly. This is accomplishing by suc- 
cessive cookings what is accomplished 
in the open boiler method by long- 
time cgoking and in the pressure meth- 
od by ‘cooking at higher temperature. 
In this method as in the open boiler 
method no special equipment other than 
flat-bottomed wash boiler, galvanized 
tub or dishpan, with a second or false 
bottom and a close fitting cover is 
needed. 

The false bottom may be fixed with 
wire netting, perforated tin or wood 
lattice work and should be made so as 
to be about one and one-half inches 
above the true bottom; it then holds the 
jars or cans this far from the bottom, 
preventing the overcooking of the ma- 
terial in the bottom of the jars and pro- 
viding for the free circulation of the 
water about the jars and insuring even 
and not too rapid cooking. 


Cold Packing Methods. 


It was formerly the custom to cook 
whatever material was to be canned 
and then put it into the cans, the de- 
gree or time of cooking depending, of 
course, upon the kind of product. In 


modern methods the material is placed 
in cans cold and subjected to different 
treatment according to the product and 
the method of canning followed. 
Blanching—To fix the color and to 
help in the loosening of the skin of 
some vegetables, they are dipped for a 
specified length of time into boiling 
water and then into cold water. This 
may be easily done in close woven wire 
baskets or on square sheets made of 
cheesecloth by twisting the four cor- 
ners of the cloth together. 
Exhausting.—After the vegetables are 
packed in the cans or jars, they are 
covered with water, syrup or brine and 
cooked for a few minutes to drive out 
the air before being sealed. This is 
done just after the caps are put on tin 
cans and before tipping, or with tops 


put on but loosely with glass jars.

this process or it may at least be short- 
ened.as to time. 

Processing.—After tightening the 
covers on jars or tipping the cans, they 
are then “processed” by cooking unger 
pressure or boiling for a definite pe- 
riod of time, this varying, as ‘before ex- 
plained, according to the demands of the 
particular vegetable and according to 
the method of canning being followed. 

Select fresh, firm, tender vegetables 
and hurry the work along if you wish 
the best results. “An hour from the 
garden to the can” is the rule most 
people try to follow. Be absolutely 
clean with every preparation; sterilize 
all cans or jars, rubbers and covers: 
use new rubbers always and only good 
tops with glass jars and the best tin 
cans obtainable. Start the work in 
early morning and try to get through 
before the heat of the day, as it is a 
hot job at the best. Canned corn, peas, 
and beans sometimes when opened 
show no sign of spoiling, but yet have 
an odor, are off in taste and have a 
Slightly muddy color; this igs due to 
Staleness of the material, to improper 
blanching, or to failure to cool quickly 
after processing. 

Canning String Beans. 


Select tender beans from one-half to 
nearly grown, but not too mature, stem 
and tip these, removing what small 
amounts of strings there may be and 
break into inch pieces, blanch for five 
minutes, pack firmly in cans or jars 


using 242 pounds of salt to 12% gallons 
of water. If tin is used, put on caps, 
but do not tip; with screw top jar, put 
top on half way; with other jars the 
cover is put on just far enough to se- 
cure it or with last wire of the clamp 
not putdown. FExhaust ten minutes and 
then tip or seal securely and process 
for 35 to 40 minutes at ten pounds 
pressure or at 240 degrees Fahrenheit 
if in pressure boiler or about two hours 
if in open boiler. In the intermittent 
method. process from three-quarters to 
one hour the tirst day and at least one 
hour on successive days. 
Batter Beans. 


Use beans that are well filled out, 
but which have not yet hardened: hull 
and let stand four some time in cold 
water; blanch for three minutes, put in 
cans and fill with brine using a slightly 
weaker solution than with string beans 
or with but two pounds of the salt. Ex- 
haust for fifteen minutes, seal securely 
and process for fifty minutes at ten 
pounds pressure or follow the other 
methods as above described for string 
beans. 

Beets. 

Use small beets: cut off most of the 
top, blanch for from five to fifteen min- 
utes, drop in cold water, SCrape off or 
peel the skin and then pack in cans: 
fill with salt-sugar solution made up of 
two pounds sugar, two and one-half of 
salt to twelve and one-half gallons of 
water. Exhaust for ten minutes, seal 
and process for ten minutes at 240 de- 
grees F. 

Corn. 

Use corn in the milk stage; as goon 
as possible after gathering, husk and 
silk and blanch for five minutes; re- 
move corn from cob by cutting off the 
top half of the kernels and scraping out 
the remainder; pack firmly in tins; fill 
with solution made up of 2% pounds 
sugar and 3 pounds salt to 12% gallons 
of water. Exhaust ten minutes, geal, 
and process 45 to 60 minutes at 250 
degrees Fahrenheit. It is inadvisable 
to use open boiler method with corn, 

Okra. 

Use tender pods gnly, wash, blanch 
twenty minutes, cut in transverse 
slices, pack firmly, fill with brine of 
same strength as for string beans: ex- 
haust fifteen minutes, seal, and process 
35 minutes at 240 degrees Fahrenheit. 


Tomatoes, 


Take sound fruit, blanch in hot water 
for two minutes or until skins crack, 
then in cold water; remove skins and 
part of the core; pack in cans and 
cover with tomato juice.made by. pre- 
viously cooking some of the riper fruit 
and straining off the juice; cap and 
exhaust two minutes, then tip and 
process thirty; if at higher temperature 
than boiling point, much less.time than 
this will be necessary for tomatoes, 
as these keep quite well. For putting 
up in jars, it is much simpler and more 
rapid to follow older methods of can- 
ning, which we might term the hot 
packing method. In this the tomatoes 
are prepared as for cold pack, then 
placed in large kettle and brought to 
the boiling point; the fruit is lifted 
from the juice and placed in the fars, 
which are taken from boiling water. 
After filling several jars the juice that

| Tomatoes are the only things that can 
be successfully put up without the ad-

in this respect they are more like most 
of our fruits, and, in fact, are spoken 
of at times as fruits as well as vege- 
tables, 


Soup Mixture. 


One of the most satisfactory ways 
of putting up garden stuff that we 
have tried is to put up-several differ- 
ent kinds of vegetables with corn in 
soup mixtures. We have usually used 
the three-pound tins for this, one-half 
,Of which when opened has sufficed for 
our small family for a single meal, the 
remainder being used the following 
meal, or at least upon the following 
'day. We prepare corn, butter beans, 
tomatoes, carrots (and at times have 
included salsify and parsnip) according 
to above methods, mixing these well 
together, using one-third tomatoes, the 
balance being made up of nearly equal 
parts of corn, butter beans, carrots, 
okra and whatever else is to be used in 
the mixture. The cans are filled, the 
salt solution added, capped, exhausted 
for ten minutes, sealed, and processed 
for about 65 minutes, or intermittent- 

When these cans are opened, pota- 
toes, rice, onions, macaront may be 
added to the mixture to improve the 
soup, 


Preservattves, 


Canning powders made un of horic 
acid and salt are sometimes used to 
preserve such vegetables as are diffi- 
cult to keep. Salicylic acid is also thus 
used. These preservatives are harmful, 
and their use not allowed by law. 
Heat is the best preservative. and must 
be used anyway. MRS. C. K. M:

Instead new 
offerings proved to be decidedly scarce, 
especially corn available for immedi- 
ate consumption or quick shipment. 
Number 2 4 gah a on the sample tables 
easily visible from trade spequlative 
pit commanded $1.86 a bushel as against 
31.83% yesterday and there was lit- 
tle to be had even at the unpreeedent- 
ed last value. Throughout the ae an 


important bearish reaction w pre- 
vented by comprehensive field advices 
indicating that the new crop was two 
weeks late, and that a long succes- 
sion of cool nights had become a source 
of increasing soapy 4 to growers. 

Interest in the wheat trade seemed 
to be confined to guesses regarding 
what would be shown by the govern- 
ment crop report on Monday.

December sold up to 26.21 and Jan- 
uary to 26.25 shortly after the call 
in sympathy with the near months ad- 
vance, but after showing this net gain 
of about 7 to 10 points, the market 
turned easy on all positions as a re- 
sult of realizing for over the week- 
end. ' 

Business was restricted by uncer- 
tainty as to just what the German 
chancellor might have to say on the 
subject of peace and by continued 
nervousness over reports of price con- 
trol legislation, with the market re- 
sponsive to comparatively small or- 
ders. After the decline to 25.84 for 
December and 25.95 for January, how- 
ever, the market steadied on reports 
of very high temperatures in Texas 
and Oklahoma, and there were rallies 
of several points from the lowest, 

The forecast was for generally clear 
weather in the southwest over Sun- 
day and the more optimistic view with 
crop prospects was modified by re- 
newed drought complaints from some 
parts of Texas.

ENORMOUS ACREAGE 
NOW IN PEANUTS 


Crop Enters July Promising 
Well, and Thousands of 
Acres in Southwest Geor- 
gia Are Devoted to Them. 
Many Mills Preparing. 


Albany, Ga., July 7.—(Special.)—A 
close observer who will drive through 
southwest Georgia this month will come 


to the conclusion that the section is 
‘one vast peanut patch.” 

It is generally known, of course, that 
the invasion of this section by the cot- 
ton boll weevil has necessitated many 
changes in the agricultural methods so 
long in vogue. The cotton acreage this 
vear is far’ below that of any recent 
season, and farmers are having their 
first serious experience under boll wee- 
Vil conditions. 

Tens of Thousands of Acres. 

But while many changes have been 
brought about, none is so evident as 
that which has placed tens of thousands 
of acres of peanuts where tens of thou- 
sand acres of cotton grew before. There 
are “peanuts, peanuts everywhere, and 
not a gin in sight.” That is a refrain 
one hears frequently this vear, and al- 
though it is not literally true that not 
a gin is to be seen, those in operation 
will be nothing like as busy next Sep- 
tember to January as they were in the 
Same months of 1916. 

The peanut is really working 
acle in this section of Georgia. 
farmer who planted much cotton 
year planted many peanuts this vear. 
Good cotton land is almost sure to be 
good peanut land, and peanuts {mprove 
the soil while cotton takes a great deal 
of fertility from it. Moreover, the av- 
erage farmer in this section did not 
have to be taught how to raise pea- 
nuts, for the peanut crop has long had 
a place in the agricultural scheme of 
south Georgia. But the peanut patch 
was either an acre or two planted to 
supply the family with “goobers” dur- 
ing the fall and winter, or a somewhat 
larger field into which the hogs were 
turned for fattening when the crop came 
to full maturity. 


Oll Mills Getting Ready. 


Now, however, the peanut patch is 
sometimes hundreds of acres in extent. 
lt is the most luxuriant patch of grow- 
ing stuff the eve beholds, and the farm- 
er bestows lavish attention upon it. 

The oil mills of this section are get- 
ting ready for a busy time during the 
coming season. Several exclusive pea- 
nut mills are enlarging their facilities 
and the cotton seed oil mills are install- 
ing machinery for crushing “goobers” in 
large quantities. Not the least of the 
problems of the mills is to arrange to 
finance the peanut crop. It will be a 
bumper crop, from present indications 
and the price will almost certainly av- 
erage as high or higher than last year, 
The output of the mills cannot be dump- 
ed into the market without regard to 
conditions, and holding it will necessij- 
tate the use of large sums of money. 

The peanut crop enters July in ren- 
erally excellent condition, despite the

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Security Market Seems Ready 
For Period of Reconstruction 


While Activity May Be 


Lacking for Several Weeks, | 


It Looks as if Sharp Ad- 
vances Are in Sight—Gen- 
eral Review. 


New York, July 7.—(Special.)—The se- 
¢urities markets improved in tone during 
the past week as a result of the easier 
money market, but trading in stocks was 
on @ very smalil scale. There are some 
evidences that a period of reconstruction in 
Securities is now at hand, and while ac- 
tivity may be lacking for several weeks, 
it is believed that prices wil] hold up for 
the present, and then take a sharp up- 
ward turn. 

It may be that active and strong mar- 
kets will be seen during the next six or 
Seven weeks, but it is more generally be- 
lieved that the story of last year is to 
be repeated. 

Then there were stagnant markets dur- 
ing July and August, followed by the most 
active September, October and November 
that securities have had in a generation, 
with the public running the market. 

War Predominates Situation. 

The situation is somewhat the same in 
Fegard to conditions of business and the 
Position of stocks, but there is one funda- 
mental difference—the United States is 
now at war and is directly affected by the 
events in Europe. There are some people 
who believe that the public wiM keep out 
eof the market until the war is over, now 
that this country is in the confiict. The 
more general view, however, is that there 
will be a period of public gambling and 
@peculation in securities again owing to the 
accumulation of profits by thousands of pev-= 
ple who will sesk some means of using it. 

Many will pour their savings or their ex- 
tra money into securities, when the time 
fa reached when others are doing the same 
thing, but only those who buy early. ever 
have any chance of making profits out of 
stocks, 

When the public enters the security mar- 
ket on a broad scale, it never shows any 
udgment, as stocks will be as eagerly 

ught after a tremendous rise as before 
@dvances started, with the result that the 
tTarket becomes so heavily inflated that it 
invites its own collapse on the first bad 
news. The public will never buy when 
stocks are low and when things do not 
Jook rosy, but always chooses the time to 
enter the market because of the fact that 
Prices are rising. Such periods of public 
‘Fushing for stocks always seem to follow 
Tong periods of quiet markets. During the 
quiet periods, however, the better informed 
@ecurity traders are accumulating stocks, 
which they will sell early in the period of 
public rushing for securities. 

Outlook for Industries. 

The outlook for the industrials is good at 
the present time, but there seems to be 
little to attract attention to the rails un- 
less it be the extreme cheapness of some 
ef them after their recent declines. 

The failure of the interstate commerce 
commission to give relief to some of the 
roads and the small measure of increased 
rofits which others can make under the 
igher rates allowed in some sections caused 
a sharp drop in the ralls at the end of the 
previous week, and after a small recovery 
last week, they turned weak again. At the 
lower prices reached by some of them, they 
were quite attractive to investors, but specu- 
lative interest in rails seems to be rather 
small now, whereas there was some specula- 
tive- buying from time to time before the 
commission was announced. 

The return of funds to the banks from 
the July disbursements and the depositing 
of government funds from the Liberty Loan 
ayments caused a substantial improvement 
n the position of the banks and with it 
an easing in time and call rates. It is 
believed that there will be a period of easy 
money until at least such time as the next 
government loan is floated, although a few 
days of temporary tightening are to be 
expected when the other payments on the 
Liberty Loan are being made.

GAIN IN RESERVES 
BREAKS PRECEDENT 


The Largest of Any One 
Week Since the New Na- 
tional Banking Laws Be- 
came Operative — Stocks 


Better. 


New York, July 71.—The most inter- 
esting development of the day—publi- 
cation of the weekly bank statement 
showing an actual expansion of almost 
$174,000,000 in reserves—did not ma- 
terialize until after the end of a dull 
and meaningless session on the stock 
exchange. 

The gain in reserves was the larg- 
est for any one week since the new 
national banking laws became opera-~ 
tive and probably is without precedent 
in the history of the local clearing 
house. It reflects to an extraordinary 
degree the enormous” shifting of 
moneys incidental to the new fiscal 
year and is in part an aftermath of 
last week’s payment of $360,000,000 into 
the Liberty Loan, 

Combined demand and time deposits 
increased by about $190,000,000, and 
the -continued absorption of gold im- 
ports by the local federal reserve bank 
was accompanied by an increase in re- 
serves of that institution amounting 
to almost $88,000,000. 

Total actual excess of reserves now 
held by the clearing house aggregates 
$278,452,990, against barely $42,000,000 
two weeks ago. In effect, New York 
institutions begin the new fiscal year 
under highly auspicious conditions. 

The stock market was of the usual 
week-end character, prices improving 
for the most part on covering of short 
contracts. Rails were in far better 
demand, exceptional strength being 
mainfested by Reading, St. Paul, New 
York Central and the Pacifics. 

Motors, coppers, equipments and oils 
ranged 1 to 5 points higher, after tem- 
porary irregularity in General Motors 
and Distillers’ Securities. United States 
Steel was firm most of the short ses- 
sion, but eased off with allied shares 
at the close. Movements elsewhere in 
he list were perfunctory. . 
' ‘Total rong gg amounted to 220,000 
shares. Advices indicating domestic 
trade readjustments and additional gold 
exports amounting to about $3,600,000 
were included in the day’s news items. 
Bonds were irregular on narrow fluc- 
tuations. Liberty 3%’s ranged from 
100 1-50 to 100 2-50. Total sales of 
bonds, par value, aggregated $1,970,000.

THE CONSTITUTIONS MARKETS 


Railroads Must Now Operate 
On Efficiency-Economy Basis 


In Absence of Possibility 
for Great Expansion They 
Will Eliminate Useless 
Service and Unhealthy 


Competition. 


New York, July  7.—(Special.)— 
James §. Harlan put ‘his finger on the 
vital spot in our railway situation 
when in handing down his minority de- 
cision in the freight rate case, he 
said: “What the country, as a whole 
needs, as all participating in the hear- 
ings seemed to agree, is much larger 
terminals, more tracks, more cars, and 
more locomotives.” To enable the rail- 
roads to increase their terminal track 
and equipment facilities, Mr. Harlan 
strongly favored the granting of the 
full 15 per cent increase in rates for 
which the railroad had applied. That 
the commerce of the country has been 
moving under intermittent embargoes 
for the past two years is a matter of 
painful Knowledge to shippers and 
consumers from one end of the coun- 
try to the other. Certainly what is 
needed is additional facilities. That 
is granted. But would the problems 
of the railroads be solved in the way 
Mr. Harlan so strongly favors? If he 
is right the majority of the interstate 
commerce commissioners are very 
wrong in the conclusions they reached. 

Need More Track and Cars. 

Before arriving at a decision in a 
matter of swch vital importance, deal- 
ing with so many highly technical 
points, the warfaring men is likely to 
ask a few simple questions. When 
that is done it can be learned that for 
the past two years the railroads have 
steadily established one new high rec- 
ord after another in the amount of 
business handled. Mr. Harlan points 
out the country has been creating new 
business in such tremendous volume 
that it has been necessary to create 
breathing spells for the railroads by 
issuing freight embargoes, that is by 
refusing to take new business until 
existing congestion had been relieved. 
In brief the railroads have been called 
upon to move more business than they 
can handle. And as Mr. Harlan says, 
“What the country as a whole needs 
is much larger terminals, more tracks, 
more cars and more locomotives.” 

Next the wayfaring man is likely to 
ask: If freight rates had been increased 
15 per cent would the railroads now 
be able to get the additional facilities 
needed? The answer is no, not if the 
increase had been 30 per cent instead 
of 15. It is not a question of earn- 
ings or credit; under existing condi- 
tions the railroads simply cannot af- 
ford to go out into the open markets 
and compete with waring governments 
for money, equipment and supplies. 

Only a few days ago Russia and 
France bought 475 used-up, broken- 
down locomotives from three of our 
railroads, paying more than the origi- 
nal cost and in addition paying a 
fancy price to have the locomotives re- 
built. Why? Because they were need- 
ed to carry on the war. That is why 
pig iron is now selling for $55 a ton, 
against $14 in 1914; why finished steel 
products are now selling for $149 a 
ton compared with $30 three years 
azo; why Mikado freight and passen- 
ger locomotives now selling for 
$46,000 and . $43,000, respectively, 
against $26,400 an $24,500 only two 
years.ago; why the cost of freight and 
passenger cars and other railway sup- 
plies has doubled since the war began.

England 
and France and Russia are bidding for 
large sums, and offering 6 per cent 
and better. A railroad simply cannot 
afford to sell long-term bonds in such 
a market. 
with it. Last year Bethlehem Steel 
earned 286 per cent on its stock, and 
is now earning Over 300 per cent. Early 
this vear plans were announced for 
making extensive improvements and ad- 
ditions, and a long-term mortgage was 
created to raise the needed funds. What 
happened was that when the Bethle- 
hem directors started to sell the bonds 
they found they could not afford to 
compete with foreign governments. So, 
despite the 300 per cent earnings, the 
amount of money to be raised was 
greatly reduced, and short-term notes 
were sold. Those notes, despite the 300 
per cent earnings, are today selling 
lower than the notes just issued by 
the Baltimore & Ohio railroad. In other 
words, Baltimore & Ohio, judging from 
the price at which its short-term notes 
are selling in the open market, has 
better credit than Bethlehem Steel or 
the rich and prosperous International 
Harvester company. 

New York city will open bids next 
week for new 4% per cent bonds. Un- 
der normal conditions, the bonds of this 
city are rated as one of the three best 
investments in the whole world. Early 
this year the outstanding 4% per cent 
bonds of the city of New York were 
selling at a price where the income 
return was less than 4 per cent. Those 
bonds, ‘because of the world-wide war 
competition in the money market, have 
only recently sold down to a 4% per 
cent basis. 

Railroads Making Money. 

Our railroads, as the majority rate 
decisions point out, are making more 
money today than ever before, and are 
likely to earn still more. 3ut if they 
are not able to compete in the money 
markets with this and other govern- 
ments at war, what are they going to 
do? They are going to increase ter- 
minal, track and equipment facilities, 
but they are going to do so without 
raising any great amount of new funds. 

In brief the railroads today are in- 
creasing their facilities at a wonderful 
rate by elimination of useless train 
service and other. unhealthy competi- 
tion; by co-operation in handling empty 
and loaded freight cars; by better load- 
ing of freight: by modernizing old loco- 
motives. During the past fifteen years 
the railroads of the country have been 
practically rebuilt at an enormous cost 
to take care of larger locomotives and 
freight cars, and todav those same big 
freight cars are being hathled around 
the country one-third or one-half 
empty. From now on these cars are 
going to be better loaded and the 
amount of mileage covered each day 
v each freight car is going to be in- 
creased. 

In brief, with the co-operation of the 
government in developing operating ef- 
ficiency, the railroads are going to 
make more money this vear than they 
have ever made before by getting some- 
thing which cannot be purchased in the 
open market except at prohibited prices,

LET US LEAD THE WAY. 


Particularly apropos recent acts of out- 
lawry against the negro in Illinois—the state 
of Lincoln, the black man’s emancipator!— 
is the following appeal to the people of the 
south, through The Constitution, from the 
president of a leading negro training school: 


Editor Constitution: The increasing 
lynchings of a helpless people both in 
the north and in the scuth, in many 


in- 
stances for trivial things, are having a 


depressing effect on a people who love 
their country and who are loyal and true 
to the flag. The courts of the land are 
in control of the whites, so there is 
never an excuse for a lynching. All 
crimes should be justly and severely 
punished, and there need be no fear that 
any negro criminal or supposed crim- 
inal will ever -escape. 

The negro is asking for a right to live 
and to hope. 

I appeal to the righteous sense of tue 
Anglo-Saxon, and ask the aid of your 
great paper to stir up sentiment against 
lynchings, the murder of helpless women 
and children, and the burning of human 
beings. The spirit of the Anglo-Saxon 
is for fair play and that the strong do 
not unnecessarily oppress the weak. 
Please arouse this dormant spirit and 
cause America to awake so that all to- 
gether we can work side by side to help 
make the world a better place in which 
people can live.

which it is aimed. 


NOW FOR THE DRAFT. 


By a method that is unique, America is 
ready to essay the stupendous undertaking 
of recruiting an army of 600,000 men from 
among approximately 10,000,000 registered, 
between the ages of 21 and 31. 

The draft principle itself is not unique, 
but the method of its application in the pres- 
ent instance—called the “selective conscrip- 
tion” method, administered by appointed 
boards in the various communities—is; and 
the entire world will watch with interest the 
manner of its working out. 

The president has promulgated the rules 
that are to guide these different boards ap- 
pointed to make the selected draft from the 
registered possibilities, and all is ready now 
for the work to begin. 

The success of the plan depends in large 
part upon the personnel of the various 
boards. It is necessary that the members 
be capable, discerning, fair-minded men, 
capable of exercising wise discretion and of 
withstanding persuasion on‘ the part of influ- 
ential parents who might plead for the spar- 
ing of a favorite eligible son. And they 
must be clean men, because an occasional 
offer of a bribe is not beyond the pale of 
possibilities. In fact, a wealthy manufac- 
turer is said recently to have, through his 
private secretary, offered $5,000 if said 
manufacturer’s boy should be “passed over” 
at conscription time! 

There is every indication, however, that 
the war department has endeavored to meet 
the most rigid tests, whilé working through 
the state governments, in designating ex- 
emption boards, and the standard of the men 
chosen is said to be exceptionally high. At 
any rate those selected in Georgia are with- 
out exception known to be men in whom the 
public can safely place its confidence. 

Probably a great number of young men— 
and parents—will be disappointed in this 
human lottery. Many who think they are 
exempt may find that the board is of differ- 
ent opinion; but every man patriotic enough 
to register certainly will be found patriotic 
enough to defer graciously to the decisions 
of the board, and make the best of his op- 
portunities to serve his country. 

No reproach can possibly attach to such 
a service. Indeed, it will be one of honor; 
and it is the patriotic duty of all, eligibles 
and the kin and friends of eligibles alike, to 
make the work of the boards light and sim- 
ple as possible and the effectiveness of the 
draft—as it will apply here at home as well 
as across the Atlantic—as great as it possi- 
bly can be made. 


ON THE TRAIL OF THE DOG. 


Influences are at work in various sections 
of the country aimed at making the dog “do 
his bit” in the war. Thus far the “cam- 
paign’—if such it may bé called—has re- 
sulted in nothing more tangible nor definite 
than “letters to the editor” for publication; 
but there’s no telling when it may take the 
form of some sort of legislation. That, at 
any rate, is the general objective of it all. 

J. M. Gamble, of Richland, Ga., suggests, 
in a communication published in a recent 
issue of The Constitution, that a “war tax” 
be imposed upon dogs, his argument being 
that such tax would materially swell the na- 
tional treasury, because owners of valuable 
dogs would cheerfully pay it; and at the same 
time that it would greatly augment the na- 
tional food supply, because the owners of 
worthless sheep and swine-killing curs would 
destroy them rather than pay the tax, and 
the nondescript strays would be killed under 
authority of law. Thus, he believes—and 
with good grounds—the canine population 
would be materially thinned out, to the con- 
servation of not only what foodstuffs the 
“undesirables” themselves consume, but also 
of that, in the form of lambs and pigs, they 
destroy. 

He bolsters 
that— 

For the last two months there has been 
fiftv or seventy-five head of hogs killed 
around Richland, Ga., by worthless dogs. 
A war tax on dogs will end this condition 
of affairs, and every man who has a good 


dog would be willing to pay a tax in or- 
der to get rid of the worthless class.

A citizen of Seattle, Wash., writes to the 
editor of his favorite home newspaper advo- 
cating the slaughter of every dog in the city. 
This is his argument, running through which 
is an unmistakable silver thread of patriot- 
ism: 

T am driver, and my 
to go into hundreds 
city, and J find, al- 
single exception, that 
every home has from one to two dogs. 
Now, as each dog will eat as much as a 
child, just see how much can be saved 
in the way of foodstuffs for the human 
lives by killing off the dogs.

many inoffensive and valuable animals would 
necessarily be sacrificed along with the 
worthless curs and malefactors. Thus, they 
hold to the age-old doctrine that it were 


better to let ten guilty ones go scot-free than | 


to hang an innocent. 

There is merit upon both sides of this 
question—much merit. Could a happy me- 
dium between the extremes be struck and 
put into law, then enforced—such a law, for 
instance, as would exterminate the sheep- 
killing stripe of dogs, and the no-account 
curs which infest the back yards and alleys 
of almost every American city, and at the 
same time conserve the really valuable and 
useful, in many instances almost indispensa- 
ble ones—both the’ state and the nation 
would be better off. 


AN ARCHAIC LAW. 


R. J. Freeman, road commissioner for 
DeKalb county, in a recent signed statement 
in The DeKalb New Era, concerning high- 
way improvements in Georgia, said that 
“the main obstacle in our way of issuing 
road bonds is lack of a fair and up-to-date 
law by which we can vote bonds.” 

In order to promote an improvement in 
the present system—a relic of the days im- 
mediately following the civil war—Mr. Free- 
man hopes to interest the members of the 
legislature now in session, and in this. he 
Should have the help of the progressive 
sentiment of the state. 

In his 
Commissioner Freeman says:

I hope to see our representatives and 
try to induce them to use their influence 
in having a law passed at this session of 
the Georgia legislature giving the people 
of Georgia a chance to vote to change 
our constitution, so where a majority of 
those voting in a bond election favor it 
we can issue and sell bonds. If such a 
law i8 passed we can carry bonds and 
have good roads. This change in our 
laws shouw&l by all means pass at this ses- 
sion of the legislature so the voters will 
have an opportunity at the general elec- 
tion in 1918 to ratify same. Then, and 
not until then, may we expect to get 
bonds to improve our roads. 


Illustrative of the fallacy of the present 
system, take Mr. Freeman’s own county, 
DeKalb: 

In the hottest election on record in that 
county, when the bitterest sort of a contest 
both sides combined could 
muster only 3,500 votes. 

Under the registration in DeKalb county 


was at issue, 


it would require an affirmative vote of 4,000 
to carry a bond issue—500 more votes for 
the measure than were ever cast upon any 
previous issue, for and against it combined! 

Which means simply that so long as the 
law remains as it is it will be utterly im- 
possible for DeKalb county to vote a bond 
issue. 

What is true of DeKalb is largely true of 
every other county in Georgia. All of which 
means that there is little chance of the 
state's ever utilizing the bond method for 
the improvement of its highways unless the 
law is changed along the lines of Commis- 
sioner Freeman’s suggestion. 

And that means that until then we cannot 
profit by the full measure of our possibili- 
ties, because every state that has made 
marked progress in road-building has done it 
largely through the bond issue process.

A more fitting memorial than monu- 
ments of marble or tablets of bronze 
is the perpetuation of good work. 

As a tribute to the memory of the 
late Rev. G. R. Buford, and in an en- 
deavor to carry on the work of service 
to which the beloved pastor gave his 
life, the new haven for working girls 
has been named ‘Buford Memorial 
Home.” Dr. Buford was the Kind of 
man who takes off his coat and clothes 
a beggar, and the establishment 
which ‘bears his name breathes of the 
spirit which prompted him to attempt 
a rescue which resulted in his death. 
Dr. Buford was shot and killed several 
months ago when he entered a house 
from which a woman’s screams were 
emanating. The catfse of the trouble 
was a family quarrel, and in the fra- 
cas the fatal shot was fired and one 
of Atlanta’s most beloved men was 
dead. Dr. Buford went quietly about 
his good work, and he was best known 
by the under classes, the poor, the un- 
fortunate, the downfallen. 


BUFORD’S MEMORY 
LIVES IN HOME. 

The memory of Dr. Buford lives in 
this home for girls. The Buford Home 
is located at 143 Spring street, and has 
been in operation since April 16. It 
is one of two such homes operated un- 
der the general management of the 
Ministers’ Evangelical Alliance of At- 
lanta, and is the second home of this 
kind to be established in the city. The 
home at 44 Crew street was established 
about two years ago, but additional ac- 
commodations have become necessary 
to provide for the many working wom- 
en and girls of Atlanta who do not 
make a living wage. 

John A. Manget, chairman of the 
board of directors of the homes, and 
who has done a large part of the work 
in connection therewith, has made an 
informal census which shows that there 
are more than 4,000 women and girls 
in Atlanta who are earning less than 
six dollars a week. These girls are 
employed largely in the garment- 
working trades and in the retail stores. 
This does not include girls living at 
home, but only those entirely depend- 
ent upon their earnings for support. 


TEN HOMES PLANNED 
FOR WORKING GIRLS. 
It is for the sake of these girls who 


cannot live on their earnings that the 
homes have been established. The 
management is planning for a series of 
ten of these homes, located in different 
parts of the city. 

At the present time, the two h@mes 
operation are caring for about 65 
Only those earning less than 
$7.50 a week are received, and thev are 
required to pay from one to two dollars 
a week board. Of course, this is mere- 
ly a pittance and does not begin to pay 
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the girl’s expenses. And then, there 
are many who have no work and can 
pay nothing at all. 

The homes are financed by private 
subscription. Five hundred dollars 
rent for the first year of the Spring

many of them furnishing bed rooms.

HOSPITAL ROOM 

IS SACRED SPOT. 

Down the hallway you are led to 
the “hospital room.” It is all win- 
dows, and a soft breeze is playing with 
thin muslin curtains. There are a num- 
ber of little clean white beds, and 
there are two sick girls sleeping. 

This room seems to be the most, 
sacred spot of all. For it is here that 
girls who are discharged from the 
Grady hospital are sent for recupera- 
tion. They are without homes, with- 
out money, and are yet unable to re- 
turn to their occupations. The hospital | 
cannot keep them during convalescence, | 
but the Buford Memorial home can, and! 
does. 

And then you go down to the base- 
ment floor, where the dining room is. 
There are little tables, instead of long, 
prison-looking benches. And on each 
table there is a vase of flowers, and 
on the walls are cheerful prints, and 
even a pennant proclaiming the merits 
of “Lehigh” university—put up perhaps 
by one of the girls in memory of days , 
when college boys were in her “set” 
For all of the girls who apply to these 
homes for ass*- ance are not of the so- 
called “lower” classes. There have been 
a number of college graduates, left pen- 
niless, and unable to secure work. 

There was one young woman who had 
been a school teacher. Her health had 
failed, and unkind relatives who did 
not wish to be bothered with her care, 
had her committed to an insane asylum. 
Friends procured her release and, after 
a few weeks in the home, she was able 
to return to work, and is now earning 
$125 a month as a teacher in a Fulton 
county school. 

There are ten bedrooms, all white and 
clean and fresh. Pretty cretonne dra- 
pery and muslin curtains grace every 
window, and there is a clean, white lit- 
tle bed for each girl. And in every room 
are flowers. 


There are no servants in the home, 
the work being done by the girls them- | 
selves. One of them proved to be such 
an expert cook that the girls would 
not permit her to leave her job in the 
kitchen, and so she consented to re- 
main in that position 4nd she is now 
official cook for the ‘establishment, 
receiving her board and a comfortable 
salary for her work. | 
MANY GIRLS PLACED 
IN GOOD POSITIONS. 

In the past two years the Crew Street 
home has cared for 300 girls, and out of 
this number have been placed in 
good positions and are now earning 
comfortable salaries. Nearly every one 
of these girls came without money, 
friends, positions or homes, and very 
little clothing. As soon as they se- 
cured positions which would enable 
them to be self-supporting, they left 
and gave up their places to those less 
fortunate. 

The girls come from everywhere. 
Some are newly orphaned. Some have 
come from the country, lured by tales 
of the wonderland of the city. Some 
have been ill, and lost their positions. 
Some are ill and unable to work. Some 
are untrained for work. Some have 
been brought up in homes of plenty, 
without preparation for earning a 
livelihood, and have been thrown upon 
the world by divers misfortunes. And 
some just seem to drop from the clouds. 

But here they find a haven, where 
they can enjoy a life that is almost, 
if not quite, like that lived in one’s 
own home. The girls are permitted 
to have callers, and sometimes they 
are all taken out to a movie or ona 
picnic. In the evening some gather 
about the piano and sing, while others 
read or sew. 

There is an air of contentment and 
happiness about the whole place, and 
every girl wears a grateful smile. 

And this is the memorial which At- 
lantans have erected to the memory 
of a beloved man, and nothing could 
do him greater honor. 

Efforts are being made by the board 
of directors of the homes to secure 
municipal and county appropriations 
for the work, so that it may be car- 
ried on successfully, and enlarged so 
that there will be no danger of any

LABORER WORTHY 
OF HIS HIRE. 

Chairman John A. Manget, in dis- 
cussing the movement, declared that 
the necessity for such a work was a 
discredit to social and industrial con- 
ditions. 

“The laborer is worthy of his hire,” 
said Mr. Manget, “and there is no rea- 
son why these girls should not be paid 
a living wage. But the fact remains 
that they cannot live on the pittance 
they receive, and somebody has got to 
bear the burden. 

“From an economic standpoint, the 
public would be making a good in- 
vestment by helping this movement. 
These girls are the mothers of tomor- 
row. Their health and morals must be 
safeguarded for the sake of society. 
Let us labor unceasingly for ‘better 
general conditions; let us exert every 
effort toward obtaining adequate pay 
and reasonable hours for our working 
women. But in the meantime, let us 
see that those who are with us now 
are taken care of.” 

Mr. Manget stated that plans are now 
under way for the establishment of 
eight more homes, and the placing of 
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business.

The federated clubs of the Sixth dis- 
trict held their annual conventior at 
McDonough on Tuesday, May 1, 1+:. 
Thirty-six of the forty-four clubs ot the 
district were represented and male re- 
ports which were inspirational to the 
degree of finding a place on the offical 
club page. weer 

Five new clubs were welcomed into 
the club body. They were Jackson 
Study club, Henry County federation, 
Kenwood Woman’s club, North Macon 
Embroidery club and Molina Womans 
cla. se 

In the civic report Mrs. S. C. Moore, 
chairman for the district, reported 822 
gardens in Macon and 150 children’s 
gardens in back yards and vacant lots. 
Two civic parades and a waste paper 
campaign, with splendid financia] re- 
sults, were also reported. : 

Mrs. Van Valkenberg, chairman for 
civic service reform in the district, re- 
ported the apnointment of assistant 
ehairmen in all counties of the district 
and the introduction of the study of 
the work into several clubs. 

Mrs. H. B. Wey, of Atlanta, sent the 
report of the Sixth district contribu- 
tions to student aid, showing that dur- 
ing the year the district gave only $7.50 
to the fund, but received in loans to de- 
serving girls the sum of $400. 

The report of the social and industrial 
condition of the women and children, 
submitted by Mrs. Robert Nussbaum, 
showed conditions in general good. The 
greatest need reported was that of day 
nurseries for children of mill women.

In the Bibb county auxiliary there 
are one hundred members ahd a pur- 
pose. The county has 65,000 inhabi- 
tants, divided into three classes, ac- 
cording to the rules of anf@logy, viz: 
wishbones, jawbcnes and backbones. 
The wishbones keep wishing for good 
roads; the jawbenes keep jawing about 
good roads, and the backbones’ keep 
working for good roads. , 

The auxiliary represents the back- 
bone. The membership includes both 
men and women. There are no dues, 
but the organization is financed by the 
sale of Dixie Highway emblems. 

During the year $76.60 passed through 
the treasurer's hands. A contribution 
of $25 was made to the federation 
school at Tallulah Falls. 

The twenty-five miles of Dixie high- 
way in Bibb county has been marked 
throughout with metal signs and paint- 
ed posts. Four hundred pecan trees 
have been planted along the highway 
Embankments have been graded and 
roads widened. 

Subsidiary organizations have been 
‘estabiished throughout the county, and 
literature has been sent to other cities 
and states. The object of the organi- 
zation is permanently paved highways.

Two quarts red bell peppers.

Three hot peppers. 

Two quarts cucumber@ 

One gallon water. 

Two cups salt. 

Four cups sugar. 

‘Cw tablespoons horse radish. 

Two tablespoons celery seed. 

Two quarts vinegar. 

One Sup dry mustard. 

One-half cup dry mustard seed. 

One-half ounce cinnamon, 

One cup flour and three-fourths cup 
olive oii. .

“In War and in Peace—Public Health, 


the Preparedness for Preparedness! 


‘Resolved, That the General Federa- |, 


tion of Women’s Clubs co-operate with 
boards of health as far as practicable 
in the establishment of facilities for 
the diagnosis and treatment of venereal 
diseases.” 

When the biennial convention of 
1916 adopted that resolution it called 
to the colors, for battle with a ruthless 
foe of public health, an army com- 
posed of the chief victims of its fright- 
fulness—womanhood. Educators, phy- 
sicians, statesmen, military men, intel- 
ligent people everywhere, have come to 
know the black plague as one of the 
worst enemies of mankind. Its hideous 
attacks are proof against all defense 
save one—the invincible weapon of the 
twentieth century woman, public senti- 
ment. Long martyred iby senseless con- 
vention, thank God, she can now “do 
her. bit” with the foremost thinkers of 
her generation in this welfare, without 
the stigma of immodesty. 

Charles W. BPliot has said: “If the 
civilization of the white race is to 
survive, it must be saved through the 
diffusion and adoption of sound pol- 
icies in regard to social hygiene, car- 
ried enthusiastically and persistently 
into action.” 

The social hygiene division of the 
department of public health is organ- 
ized and conducted in accordance with 
that lofty and prophetic idea. Its chair- 
man, Mary Gilruth McEwen, M. D. (1703 
Chicago avemue, Evanston, Ill.), is a 
woman whose right to lead us has been 
won by § scientific attainment and 
achievement. In medicine and surgery 
her profession recognizes her as a high 
authority, and she is no less endowed 
with that other indispensable attribute 
of leadership—common sense. In a re- 
markable paper presented by her at the 
public health conference of the last 
convention in which she reviewed the 
movement for race betterment em- 
braced in the term “Social Hygiene,” 
she traced especially the successive 
steps taken by the general federation— 
the requirement for the health mar- 
riage certificate, the compulsory re- 
porting of venereal diseases as con- 
tagious to boards of health, and the 
‘injunction and abatement sJaw-—in its 
official indorsements, leading up to 
their logical climax in the resolution 
above quoted. 

At the request of your chairman, Dr. 
McPwen has worked out a practical 
campaign of social hygiene work 
among club women, which may be had 
upon application. It should be em- 
bodied in the program for the coming 
year. 

McEwen will be glad to give ex- 
pert advice and assistance to all who 
may write to her.

The following letter has been sent 
out by Mrs. Sheppard W. Foster, vice 
president general, to the chapter re- 
gents: 

Dear Madam Regent: 

“Actions speak louder than words.” I 
am much gratified to note the activities of 
the Georgia Daughters in this great world 
crisis—thereby proving our calling not in 
vain for God, for home and country. 

Action and enthusiasm are contagious, 50 
as Daughters of the American Revolution, 
let's spread an epidemic of patriotism 
through this fair land of ours, so that from 
every corner of our country we will have re- 
ports of* patmiotic work. zet's cover CGeor- 
gia with patriotism like the dew. 

War Relief Service Committee. 

At our last congress in April, a war re- 
lief service committee was appointed, whose 
duty it is to formulate plans for general 
patriotic work. Suggestions have been sent 
to your state regent, who has published 
them in our D. A. R. column, in The Con- 
stitution and forwarded same to the chap- 
ter regents; therefore, I presume al! Daugh- 
ters in Georgia are familiar with the work 
that this committee has recommended—such 
as conservation, war relief fund, Red Cross; 
fatherless children of France, Liberty Bonds, 
etc. At a recent meeting of the board a 
motion was carried that we adopt as one 
branch of our war relief service work, the 
outfitting of the naval vessels named for 
revolutionary heroes and states, with knit- 
ted garments required for their crew. Sug- 
gestions were also given for comfort bags.

MRS. RINEHART’S TRIBUTE TO THE NAVY. 


The other day—a very hot day in June—a small lady whose patrician 
brow was crowned by silver white hair, sat in the midst of a group of women 


who, in years, represented every period of the seven ages. 


She wore with 


her plain black gown a thread lace collar and cuffs, and the only touch of 
color to the toilet was a badge that bore a tiny flaz set in a laurel wreath, the 
badge worn only by the United Daughters of the Confederacy. 

The occasion was a meeting called by Mrs. C. Helen Plane, nonorary 
president of the distinguished order, that she might talk to them about their 
Obligations, and in the present crisis teach those who did not know the 


intricacies of knitting. 


She is past her eightieth year, but she still has, to give the fire of youth 
to her eyes, that spirit pf patriotism that enabled her to be one of the hero- 
ines of the sixties, one of the war brides of that day who gave to the country’s 


call her young husband, a gallant captain who died fighting for the cause, 


later her two brothers.

She had received.a call from the Georgia navy league to work, and she 
had heard it gossiped that our bluejackets had been laughed at, not long 
ago, by some of our insolent British sea brothers because Uncle Sam’s jackies 


were not well equipped for cold weather. 


They had not the sweaters and the 


helmets and the other accessories which the Britishers had. Later Mrs. Plane 
was spurring on with their needles the younger workers seated around her 
with stories of the confederate navy and the great hero, Admiral Semmes. 
She knew Admiral Semmes and her story of him was stirring. She had 
had the memory recalled to her in the tribute paid him by Judge Emory Speer 
when he accepted last year for the Daughters of the Confederacy that side 
of Stone Mountain upon which the drama of the confederacy is.to be carved. 
As she moved her co-workers from smiles to tears, she but brought out in 
the younger women the sacred heritage of the spirit of their mothers and

Sends War Workers Here 


What the women of Atlanta can do, 
and what they will be called upon to 
do, when Atlanta becomes a center— 
the Ist of September—for a great army 
cantonment, was ably set forth last 
week, when Miss Ernestine Friedman, 
special worker for the war council, 
appointed by the national board of 
the Young Women’s Christian associa- 
tion, addressed a limited company of 
prominent Atlanta women invited to 
meet her in the lounge room at the 
Georgian Terrace hotel. 

Dr, J. Sprole Lyons had been invited 
to preside, and he introduced first Mr. 
Nespor, the government representative 
in Atlanta promoting 
activities in the way of diversion. 

Mr. Nespor spoke briefly of the gov- 
ernment’s plan to co-ordinate through 
direct agents the activities of organi- 
zations already in effect; among these, 
the women’s organizations already en- 
listed to take their patriotic part in 
the government's plans. 

Miss Friedman’s Address. 

Miss Friedman was presented, and 
her mission she put forward in an 
address as logical and convincing as 
her personality is full of a fine femi- 
nine charm and reserve. 

The “leisure time problem,” always 
with us, and intensified as a war con- 
dition among young men and women, 
she made the basis of her plea for co- 
operation on the part of the women 
of Atlanta with the program of the 
national board of the Young Women's 
Christian association. 

This ‘body, acting on the success of 
its work on the border, is broadening 
its scope to meet present war condi- 
tions, and Miss Friedman will be at 
the head of the work in a section cor- 
responding to General Wood's territory, 
the southeastern states. 

Acting on the truth that where men 
and women are, they will come to- 
gether, her organization plans to pro- 
vide this meeting under dignified aus- 
pices, and with the pride of manhood 
and womanhood as its guidance. 

“Hostess Houses.” 

‘Hostess houses’ will be established 
at the cantonments, these to be pre- 
sided over by young women secretaries 
in the employ of the Y. W. C. A., and 
to extend their hospitality to the par- 
ents, sisters, sweethearts and friends 
of the soldiers, who may refresh them- 
selves there, maybe after long auto- 
mobile or train trips, and meet there 
the soldiers in whom they are inter- 
ested. 

Headquarters will also be established 
in town, where entertainments will be 
Ziven for the soldiers by the women 
of Atlanta, of all ages and conditions, 
these to be organized for the purpose, 
or organizations already in existence 
to be utilized.

In a southern city with a population 
of about 390,000 people, says this state- 
ment, there is a colony of German sub- 
jects who recently petitioned the gov- 
ernment, through the department of 
justice, to waive certain of the restric- 
tions placed upon them as to their 
residence in fixed Zones. 

These restrictions prevent alien ene- 
mies from living or going within a 
certain distance of any naval station or 
ship. 

The petition from the Germans of the 
southern city mentioned above was so 
phrased on its face that it appeared to 
be an entirely harmless request. Fed- 
eral officials in the south were inclined 
to grant it. The petition, however, was 
referred to Washington. An investi- 
gation proved that there was on foot a 
scheme to place certain German agents 
close to the navy yard where consid- 
erable mischief might then ‘be done. It 
has now been decided that, not only 
will the areas from which these Ger- 
mans are barred not be limited or 
duced, but that increased surveillance 
over every movement will main- 
tained.

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BAD ROADS BAR WAY TO BEAUTIFUL MOUNTAIN RESORT 
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Smooth Highway Through Wooded Ravines and Cloud-Topped Mountains of Menlo-Mentone Section Would Be Great Boon to Autoists

To one unfamiliar with 
its uses, the best investment 
could be made by the several hotels on 
Lookout Ridge, just west of Summer- 
ville, Ga., would seem to be the build- 
ing of a highway up the mountain and 
across the platesiu on its top. 

Just a convenient distance from the 
heat and dust of the city—-a run of 
a trifle more than 100 miles-—2,000 feet 
above sea level, with wonderful scen- 
ery@ fishing and bathing facilities, 
splendid hotels, modernly equipped, the 
Menlo-Mentone section of Lookout 
Ridge offers an ideal place for week- 
endeparties from Atlanta. Sut the road 
up the mountain is in such fearful con- 
dition as to make the trip impracti- 
cable and well-nigh impossible. 

From Atlanta to Summerville, and 
heyond, almost to the foot of the 
mountain, the road is in very good con- 
dition, and is being improved in Chat- 
tooga and Floyd counties, but from 
Menlo, at the point where the real climb 
begins, entirely across the top of 
the mountain, the road is hardly 
more than a trail with little or no grad- 
ing through continuous out-croppings 
of sharp rocks, making depreciation on 
a cara considerable item. 


GOOD HIGHWAY 
NOT IMPOSSIBLE. 


It neither impossible or imprac- 
ticable to build a road over this moun- 
tain, as is shown by the fact tht the 
road from Mentone, on the Alabama 
Shoulder of the mountain, down to 
Valley Head, is in fair condition, 
by the further fact that a splendid 
road has been built over Taylor’s Ridge, 
a mountain of very formidable propor- 
tions, between. Rome and Summerville. 
The construction of such a road would 
not be more difficult than the fine 
boulevards on Lookout and Signal 
mountains at Chattanooga. 

While the ideal qualifications of the 
mountain for resort purposes should 
be a strong incentive for the construc- 
tion of the road, this:-is not the prin- 
cipal reason why such a road should 
be constructed. This route is the most 
direct highway cennection between 
Georgia and northern Alabama and mid- 
dle and western Tennessee. Under the 
present conditions there can hardly be 
a choice of routes coming into Georgia, 
except to go from Huntsville, making 
a long detour by Gadsden and then 
head northward again to Rome, or 
to take the doubtful pass through the 
mountains west of Chattanooga. 

There is no question that the 
construction of this road over the moun- 
tain would cost a great deal of money, 
more than the state has any right to 
ask Chattooga county to put up. This 
project offers a fine example of the 
need for direct appropriations from 
the state and for co-operative county 
construction, such as are provided for 
in the two bills which the Georgia State 
Automobile association is now asking 
the general assembly to pass. 


HIGHWAY APPROVED 
BY GOVERNMENT. 


The construction of a highway from 
Atlanta, via Rome and Summerville, 
to the state line on top of the moun- 
tain, just beyond Menlo is one of the 
projects proposed by the state high- 
way commission, and has already re-

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ceived the approval of the United States 
department of agriculture and office 
of good roads for federal aid. How 
soon the state will be able to provide 
for the appropriation of this money, 
and what sum will be available, is 
another question, but one thing is cer- 
tain—for an ambitious road builder the 
Menlo-Mentone road offers a fair mark! 


Lookout Ridge at this point is a re- 
markable work of nature, It is 2,000 
feet above the sea level and upon its 
top is a practically level plateau nine 
miles wide and fifty or seventy-five 
miles long. The plateau is traversed 
by three streams, one a river, which 
furnishes power for a lumber mill in 
operation on the mountain top. The 
top of the mountain is under cultiva- 
tion and produces the finest sort of 
vegetables, When The Constitution- 
Studebaker “Dixie Rover” scout car 
went over the run two Sundays ago, 
the manager of one of the hotels there 
“pointed with pride” to a vegetable 
“garden” of thirteen acres. The moun- 
tain top is famous for its potatoes, 
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unusually large in size, and of which 
the tale is told that they “grow so 
fast they drag the vines around.” 


FOUR RESORTS 
ON MOUNTAIN. 


There are four summer resorts on 
the mountain—Menlo Springs; Cloud- 
land, a splendid hotel perched upon the 
Georgia brow-of the mountain over- 
looking a hundred square miles of val- 
ley; Mentone Springs, on the Alabama 
brow with an even more wonderful 


prospect, and Riverdale, on the edge of 
a beautiful artificial lake. In addition 
to these, there are scores of privately- 
owned summer cottages. 

The seenery is indescribable. The 
road winds up the mountain side in the 
shadow of sheer towering cliffs on one 
side and an apparently bottomless 
chasm on the other. On top of the 
mountain is a magnificent waterfall, 
where the water drops more than 160 
feet into a great gorge many hundreds 
of feet deep and perhaps half a mile 


wide, presenting a spectacle of over- 
awing splendor. Here DeSoto is said 
to have fought the Indians and the 
faint outlines of what is said to have 
been the breastworks of his defense 
are still visible. From Signal Point, 
a great rock cliff that stands out from 
the Alabama side of the mountain, 
hundreds of feet high, unrolls a pan- 
orama of the fertile valley below, Sand 
Mountain beyond, and range piled on 
range in the hazy distance,

_A billion dollars would enable the 
United States to build a monster air 
fleet of American-made aeroplanes 
and send American trained aviators to 
France to be combined with our allies’ 
air tleets in striking a decisive blow 
at Germany through the air. 


If congress allows a billion dollars | 


and prompt action is 
100,000 American 


aeronautics, 
taken in ordering 
aeroplanes and in training 10,000 
aviators, 1 have no doubt that we will 
Surprise the world in the matter of 
speed and efficiency in turning out a 
substantial air fleet. 

Prominent British and French au- 
thorities, like Lord Northcliffe and An- 
dre Tardieu, the French high commis- 
sioner in the United States, who are in 
this country at present, agree that we 
have not yet scratched the surface of 
the possibilities for production of air- 
craft and getting and training avia- 
tors. 

Air warfare today is the key to vic- 
tory on land and water. Not until the 
enemy's aeroplanes have been shot 
down and the enemy is deprived of the 
aerial eyes to follow the slow move- 
ments of the troops and direct the ar- 
tillery gunners, can the commanders 
proceed with their operations with rea- 
sonable certainty of being able to car- 
ry them out. Not until the United 
States has sent tens of thousands of 
aeroplanes to reinforce the ~ already 
huge air fleets of the allies and the 
combined aljied air fleet sweeps across 
Germany's fair frontiers to strike at 
Germany's vt rable spots through the 
air, can there be a decisive victory. 

We hear daily of the allies’ victories 
on different fronts made possible by 
the aviators, and we hear also from 
the French, British, Italian, Russian 
and American authorities that the 
quickest, most effective and most eco- 
nomic way of striking Germany is to 
strike her through the air. To do that, 
it is the general consensus of opinion 
that it would take 100,000 aeroplanes. 
Therefore, it is hoped that the United 
States will promptly take steps to man- 
ufacture 100,000 aeroplanes and to train 
10,000 aviators to send to France. 


“How Soonf” 

Now the public has learned of the 
tremendous possibilities for striking 
decisive blows, which would be af- 
forded by America sending 100,000 
aeroplanes to France, and is asking: 

(1) What is being done to carry out 
this plan? 

(2) How can 

3) How soon can it be done” 

The time element is the most 
portant element, since striking Ger- 
many through the air with tens of 
thousands of aeroplanes would end the 
war many weeks sooner, therelby sav- 
ing tens of thousands of lives and bil- 
lions of dollars. 

What is there being done 
out the plan? The Council 
tional Defense created an aircraft 
production board, which promptly 
took steps to draw plans for the train- 
ing of aviators and the production of 
aeroplanes, but it found itself limited 
by lack of appropriations, not because 
the matter has not yet been 
up; in fact, the extent of the need 
of aeroplanes and aviators was not 
fully realized until after.the visit of 
the allies’ commission, and our allies 
made Known to us their secrets and 
their needs. So congress did not 
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a feeling almost that the public has 
been outraged because no -adequate 
means of getting to this wonderful land 
of the sky has been provided.

THE SANITARY SURVEY OF FLOYD COUNTY BY THI 
UNITED STATES PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE 


It was on January 1, 1916, that the 
Floyd county board of health began 
their campaign for sanitation and bet- 
ter health conditions, but even prior to 
that time their health commissioner 
had learned of the possibilities of se- 
curing a sanitary survey by the United 
States public health service. 

In October he opened correspondence 
with authorities at Washington which 
never ceased for five months. In De- 
cember he visited Walker county, Ala- 
bama, where the government had just 
finished a survey. The results of his 
investigations wefe most | 
The general sanitary conditions 
evidence of being much improved, 
everybody was satisfied with the 
sults. 
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stronger fight than ever to 


know what was needed. But con- 
gress knows now that there are need- 
ed 100,000 aeroplanes and thousands of 
aviators, and that any plan which aims 
to train and equip less than 10,000 avia- 
tors and manufacture less than 100,000 
aeroplanes is apt to strike short of the 
mark, and being short of the ma#fk 
may lead to fearful consequences, There 
is little doubt that congress will allow 
not less than $500,000,000 to carry out 
the first part of this program. The 
actual sum needed is one billion dol- 
lars. 

In the meantime, the aircraft pro- 
duction board has been preparing the 
plans for large training camps for 
aviators and considering plans for ex- 
tending aeronautical manufacturing 
facilities in this country. Today, the 
American aeronautic industry is in a 
position to extend its facilities to take 
care of manufacturing thousands of 
aeroplanes; to increase it to the point 
where it will produce’ tens of thou- 
sands of aeroplanes will require not 
only large orders for continuous de- 
liveries over a period of time, so as 
to enable the manufacturers to build 
additional plants and train additional 
personnel, but also requires the board's 
co-operation in securing the raw ma- 
terials. However, none of the problems 
connected with carrying out this plan 
are insuperable, and we have before 
us the example of the British aeronau- 
tic Industry, which in 1915 was about 
in the same position as the American 
industry today, and had less resources, 
but, nevertheless, has developed to the 
point where it produces 4,000 aeroplanes 
per month. | 

By prompt action,

Standardization. 

To get production in large quanti- 
ties it will be necessary to limit the 
number of types to be manufactured 
in large numbers. Though that does 
not mean the development of new types 
should be restricted. It means plac- 
ing orders for say 25,000 aeroplanes of 
one type, turning over the blueprints 
to the manufacturers, at the same time 
having large manufacturers of engines 
turning out 25,000 aero motors of a 
given type. Repeating this three times 
ord@ring 25,000 aeroplanes and engines 
of a given type in each case, will in- 
Sure getting in the minimum time pos- 
sible the 100,000 machines needed to 
strike Germany through the air. 
These fast battleplanes are used to 
fight the enemy aviators off the skies; 
the slow bomb-dropping machines, 
capable of carrying hundreds of pounds 
of explosives; and the artillery ma- 
chines, which are the eyes of the ar- 
tillery; and the infantry machines, 
which carry machine guns and fly in 
advance of the’ infantry, flying low 
and turning the guns on the soldiers 
in the trenches.
